WORDSWORTH THOMPSON PASSES AWAY 


Sea el 
American Historical Painter of Note 
and the Fourth National Acad- 
emician to Die in a Month. 


New York, Aug. 20.—[Special.]—Words- 
worth Thompson, the American historical 
painter, died at Summit, N. J., yesterday, 
the fourth national academician to dieina 
month. His wife, the sister of Pompella, an 
artist, of Chicago survives him. 

He was one of the academy's most faith- 
ful exhibiters, as well as one of its most 
successful. He had been for several years 
in a delicate state of health, which he at- 
tributed to the privations of his student 
days. He was sure that they had been in- 
valuable to him and often quoted approv- 
ingly the Elizabethan receipt to make of 
a boy an artist: ‘*‘ Give him an education 
and then let him starve.” 

Wordsworth Thompson was born in Balti- 
more May 26, 1840. He studied in Paris 
under Gleyre, Lombinet, and Passini from 
1861 to 1864. He sketched in Morocco, Al- 
giers, and Spain phases of Oriental interior 
life, which he reproduced in paintings that 
have permanent value. Then he realized the 
seriousness of Passini’'s comment on the 
folly of delicate bits of genre studies and 
attached himself earnestly to the loved 
labor of American historian in art. 

He traveled through the colonial prov- 
inces, studied their scenes, their ancient. cos- 
4 tumes and manners, and produced his best 
talent in pictures like ‘** News from the 
Knemy” and * Old Briton Church, Will- 
jlamsburg, Va.,”" the latter a representa- 
tion of the time of Lord Dunmore, the last 
royal Governor of Virginia. This was 
Wordsworth Thompson's last exhibited 
work. "i

William Carlis Commits Suicide by 
Shooting Himself at the House 
of Alvin Miller.

John Deutis and His Wife Charged 
with Killing John Dahline at Med- 
ford, Wis., Last June. 


John Deutis, an aged German farmer, who 
is charged in Medford, Wis., with the murder 
of John Dahline in June, 1896, was arrested 
yesterday afternoon by Detective De Roche 
of the Central Police Station and Sheriff 
Warren of Medford and taken back to Med- 
ford.

You have not always been in such close 
agreement with each other politicallyas now, 
but then you have had experience, and for 
four years, or nearly so, you have been at- 
tending the school in which all the rest of 
us have been pupils. {Great laughter.] It 
has been a freeschool. |[Renewed laughter. ] 
The tuition. has been free [continued laugh- 
ter], but the ultimate cost has been great.

‘You are not only carriers of commerce, 
but creators of confidence; not only advo- 
cates of progress, but promters of prosper- 
itv.

You not only 
sell goods—or used to—[great laughter and 
cheering|—but you disseminate information 
among your customers.

Confidence Above All Else Is Needed. 
‘You encourage the despondent and quick- 
en the lagging into fresh activity. -You give 
new hope and stimulate new effort in that 
reat body of business-men upon whom so 
Comely depends the revival of business in 
all parts of our country. [Applause. ] 

‘What we want above all eise, my fellow- 
(Cries of ‘* Good, 
good.”] And we cannot get confidence by 
threatening to revolutionize all values and 
repudiate obligations both public and pri- 
vate. [Enthusiastic cheering.] You know 
the facts of business and can dispel the the- 
ories of the dreamer and the misstatemcnts 
of the demagogue, and one thing I like about 
the commercial travelers is that every one 
of them is for the United States of Amcrica 
[great applause and cries of ‘* And for Me- 
Kinley, too ’’) and always stand up for Amer- 
ica. [Cheers.] 

‘“ We are all members of the great Ameri- 
ean family, and those policies which are 
good for one of us are good for all of us. 
(Cries of *‘ That is right.’’] Those policies 
that are good for the lkastern and Central 
States are good fer the West and the great 
Northwest. [Applause.] We have always 
practiced the golden rule. The best policy 
is to ‘live and let live,’ and to buy and sell 
in the way that will best promote the good 
of all. [Applause.j; 

‘Tt never pays to buy cheap goods from a 
rival whose object in selling to you at a low 
price is to establish a business that will in 
time destroy your Own. [Great app 1use 
and cries of ‘‘ That is right.’’]

What Will Promote Business. 

‘‘“The commercial travelers are practical 
business-men and comprehend business re- 
sults. They understand business; they 
know what will best promote it, and they re- 
alize that it is not what it ought to betoday 
in the United States.

Protection, as 
he’ well said, is the true national policy, 
the foundation stone on which must be 
reared the great structure of American 
ascendency and progress,: the system that 
is preservative of all business that steadily 
advances this coutry to the proudest rank 
in manufacturing, mining, trading, and 
farming, Which it should always occupy— 


{Great applause.] 

‘* You will agree, I am sure, in the proud 
claim of Henry Clay—for it is just as true 
today as ever before. ‘The cause of pro- 
tection,’ said he, ‘is the cause of the coun- 
try, and it must and will prevail. It is 
founded in the interests and affections of 
the people.’ Reciprocity, too,-the gift of 
Blaine [applause] and Harrison [renewed 
applause] to the Nation, deferred by Gar- 
field’s [cheers] untimely death, was at 
length proclaimed by that great President, 
statesman, and patriot, Benjamin Har- 
rison. {Tremendous cheering and cries ot 
“Hurrah for McKinley.”’] Reciprocity, the 
twin of protection and true handmaiden 
of prosperity, already has a strong hold on 
the affections of our people. Limited as 
her opportunities have been, she has al- 
ways shown that she can be a great factor 
in the trade of our country.

Reciprocity Benefits Workmen. 

“ What we want, gentlemen, is a rectproci- 
ty that is fair, liberal, and just to ours, as 
well as to other countries. We will have no 
policy by which we do not get as much as we 
give {cries of “‘ Good, Good ’’], and will in- 
augurate no reciprocity policy that takes 
from American workmen a single day’s work 
that they can possibly get. [Great applause 
and cries of ‘‘ McKinley’s all right.”"]

6 Sound Treasury Is Needed.

The government must 
provide revenue for all expenses or its credit 
will be in constant jeopardy. Four of the 
great invaluable ends which Hamilton said 
in 17% were ‘to be secured by a proper 
and adequate provision for the support of 
public credit’ are as important today as 
they were then. Let me enumerate them: 
‘To promote the increasing respectability 
of the American name; to answer the calls of 
justice; to furnish new resources both to 
agriculture and commerce; and to establish 
public order on the basis of an upright and 
liberal policy.’ 

“The means Hamilton recommended for 
the accomplishment of these glorious ob- 
jects are those that should be restored in the 
administration of our government today. 
He favored the levying of sufficient duties 
upon foreign products to provide abundant 
resources for the support of the government 
{cries of ** Good, good ’’] to’pay _ts national 
debt and establish, foster, and encourage 
manufacturing, commerce, and agriculture. 
[Applause.] He favored the policy of fully 
protecting the American people in their 
occupationsandenterprises,thereby creating 
that splendid home market which is the 
best and greatestinthe world. [Great cheer- 
ing.}] He favored a debt-payving, not a debt- 
increasing policy [applause]; a confidence- 
inspiring, not a confidence-destroying sys- 
tem. [Great applause and cries of *‘ That's 
good.” ] 

‘Let us emulate this great example and 
return to the wise course he bade us follow. 
The safest prop to a sound treasury is a 
protective tariff [cries of ‘‘ You are right.’’], 
and I believe tuat the American. people in- 
tend to restore it. [Cries of ‘* They will.’”’] 
It is the true patriotic policy and cannot be 
safely surrendered, compromised, or aban- 
doned. [Great applause.] 

Honest Money Always the Best Money. 

‘“ Hlonest money must always be the best 
money. [Cheers.] That is the character of 
the money we have in circulation today— 
every dollar worth 100 cents [tremendous 
applause] in every country @f the world, and 
we propose to keep it there. [Enthusiastic 
cheering and cries of ‘*‘ When you are elect- 
ed, which you will be; there is no doubt 
about that ’’]. 

“If there is one kind of money that is good 
in every civilized country of the world and 
another that passes in only some parts of 
the world, the people of the United States 
will fiever be content with anything short 
of the best. [Applause.] 

“We have been doing business on that 
basis since Jan. 1, 1879. We will continue 
that policy so long as we have a just regard 
for our honest obligations and high stand- 
ing asa Nation. [Cheers.] 

‘ Free silver at a ratio of 16 to4. or about 
half its true bullion value, is not a full dollar. 
[Cries of ** No, you betitis not.’’| 

“ Good money never made times hard 
[cries of ‘“ No! No!’’}, and poor money never 
madeé times good. [Tremendous applause 
and waving of hats.] 


Faith of Nation and Welfare of People. 

“Our contest is for the good faith of the 
Nation and the welfare of the people, and 
we can proclaim with confidence the same 
supreme faith in the people which upheld 
Lincoln in every trial of the war. As he 
said: ‘Intelligence and patriotism and a 
firm reliance in him who has never yet for- 
saken this favored land are still competent 
to adjust in the best Way all our present 
difficulties.’ [Cries of ‘** That is right.’’] 
In this faith we submit our contention to the 
great tribunal of the people. 

“I thank you, my fellow-citizens, for the 
compliment and courtesy of this call. I 
thank you for your message of good will 
and assurance of support given to me by 
your spokesman. I shall never forget this

Tribute Paid to Them as Citizens, Sol- 
diers, and Patriots, 

The Chicago delegation of commercial 
travelers had searcely finished cheering and 
congratulating Maj. McKinley when a thou- 
Sand German-Americans from Cleveland, 
who arrived late in the afternoon, were an- 
nounced, It was‘an enthusiastic and im- 
pressive delegation. 

The German-Americans and the thousands 
that joined them each carried an American 
flag. As Maj. McKinley appeared on the 
doorstep of his home he was saluted by his 
callers with such a waving of Old Glory as 
he had seldom seen before. The Cleveland 
Harugariri Médnnerchor made a melodious 
ending of the reception and a brass band 
gave accompaniment to a second outburst 
of applause. 

Col. L. P. Smithnight presented Mr. Ed- 
ward Bohm, who made a classic address 
piedging the German-American “ support of 
Honest money” and “ unflinching patriot- 
ism ’’ for those whose mother country was 
that of Sigel and Schurz. State Repre- 
sentative Charles W. Snider, a fluent talker, 
carried the assemblage by storm. He voiced 
many eloquent sentiments. 

When Mr. Snider had finished, Maj. Mc- 
Kinley responded as follows: 

“My Fellow-Citizens: It is with peculiar 
pleasure and satisfaction that I. welcome 
this representative bedy of German-Amer- 
ican citizc:.s of the City of Cleveland. I 
value your visit as a significant expres- 
sion of Your interest and zeal in the great 
political campaign upon which we have en- 
tered. {[Applause.] The citizens of the 
United States have learned not only to re- 
spect, but to depend upon the Germans as a 
great and potent influence in our civilization, 
safe and steady in every emergency, and 

atriotic in every crisis. [Great applause.| 

oving your mother country as you do so 
affectionately does not mean that you love 
your adopted country less, but that you have 
hearts big enough for love of both. [{Ap- 
plause and cries of ‘* Good, good.’’] 

“ Transplanted in the free soil of America, 
German characteristics have strengthened 
our institutions and exercised both a salu- 
tary and wise influence in our progress asa 
nation. Love of fatherland, that deep and 
noble sentiment which has ever distinguished 
you, means to our German citizens always 
love of America, and her free institutions 
and absolute and unqualified devotion to 
every true American interest. [Great ap- 
plause.] Respect for law and order and 
faithful obedience to theconstituted author- 
ity have been distinguishing traits of the 
Germans on both sides of the Atlantic, while 
hatred of wrong and oppression has called 
him to arms as quickly from his farm on 
our Western prairie as from his ancestral 
vineyard on the Rhine. 


Record in the Civil War. 


** Historians have recorded in all its great- 
ness the strength and service of that gallant 
German-American army which rallied tothe 
standard of liberty and union at the call of 
Lincoln and enrolled in its splendid history 
the imperishable names of thousands who 
so nobly suffered and died for their imperiled 
country. [Great cheering.] But no such 
enumeration, honorable as it is, can do ful! 
justice to the services of those brave men, 
nor can it estimate at its true value their 
firm support of the Union fn its moral effect 
uponallour people. [Applause.] 

“Proudly can those German-American 
soldiers point to their deeds of valor and 
suffering in that great war. Confidently can 
they claim that they, brought no shame upon

| BRYAN SCORED BY MANN. 


THIRTEENTH WARD REPUBLICANS 
OPEN THEIR NEW WIGWAM. 


Oceasion Considered Auspicious for 
Unraveling Some of the Popocratic 
Boy Orator’s Tangles and the 
Speaker ot the Evening Devotes 
Himself to the Task with a Will— 
Intense Eathusiasm Prevails— 
Sound Money Meetings Elsewhere. 


Another bulwark was raised against the 
free silver inundation in the Thirteenth 
Ward when the Republican wigwam at Lake 
street and Kedzie avenue was opened last 
night, 

The house-warming was unattended by 
any elaborate ceremony, the evening being 
devoted to hearing the refutation of some 
of M: Bryan’s doctrines by ex-Ald. James R. 
Mann and other advocates of good money. 

The wigwam is a frame building recently 
enlarged and remodeled to make room for 
the Republicans of the ward. Last night it 
was adorned with flags and bunting and the 
walls were covered with pictures of Mr. Mc- 
Kinley and other Republican leaders, past 


and present. 

The Eighteenth Precinct club, eighty 
strong, marched to the wigwam with flags 
and transparencies and swelled the crowd in 
the building to 250 persons. 

It was an enthusiastic crowd, liberal in its 
applause, and the noise made when any of 
the speakers scored a good point was loud 
enough to drown the clamor issuing from the 


Morrill twins’ tent a block away. 

Ex-Ald. Stanwood acted as master of cere- 
monies, and in addition to Mr. Mann the 
gathering was addressed by T. W. Eaton, L. 
kX. Soper of Muskegon, Mich., and others. 

All the speakers confined themselves to the 
money question in Its various phases, and 
ridiculed the idea that the people of the 
country would vote to break their faith with 


foreign nations. 

Mr. Mann spoke as follows: 

“The proposition made by the Democratic 
party in its Chicago platform, as explained 
by Mr. Bryan, is to permit anyone in the 
world having 371% grains of silver metal 
to present it to our government and have it 
stamped into a dollar and handed back with- 
out expense to the individual, and with no 
limit on the number of silver dollars to be 
coined in this way. 

‘An ounce of silver metal sells in the mar- 
ket today for about 66 cents of our present 
money, and as there are 480 grains of silver 
in one ounce, that would make the cost of 
3711, grains of pure silver 51 cents in our 
present money. So that the proposition is 
to permit anyone who may own or purchase 
silver now costing 51 cents of our present 
money to have it coined into a silver dollar 
without charge. 

“If a free coinage law be passed, one of 
three things must certainly happen imme- 
diately. Either that 371'4 grains of pure 
silver now worth 51 cents of our present 
money W ill at once increase in value so as to 
be worth $1 of our present money, or the 
silver dollar will decrease in actual value so 
as to be worth only 51l cents of our present 
money, or the silver metal willincrease some 
and the silver dollar decrease some, so as to 
ccme together. 

“ Mr. Eryan, the Demé@tratic candidate for 
l’resident, in hia New York = notification 
speech said that it Was his belief that a free 
silver coinage law would cause the first one 
of these things to happen. 

“To Loileve that a single government, by 
a mere passage of a law, can add billions of 
dollars to the value of any commodity, is to 
belleve nonsense 

‘Under the Sherman law of 180 this gov- 
ernment purchased from 1S) to ISIE) 168,000,- 
vn ounces of silver—far more than all the 
silver purchased, used, and coined by the 
government during.all the years from its 
first start up to the act of 1S73—and yet the 
price of silver went down rapidly from $1.20 
an ounce to less than 7VU cents an ounce. 
This was an absolute demonstration that our 
government did not have the power by the 
purchase of>silver to even Keep the price of 
silver steady. 

‘It will not do for Mr. Bryan to say that 
he selects the ratio of 16 to 1 as the relative 
price for us to fix upon silver and gold be- 
cause’ that was the ratio adopted by the: 
founders of our government. That was not 
the ratio. They adopted a more favorable 
ratio for silver—namely: fifteen ounces of 
é{iver for one of gold. And they took that 
ratio because they believed that was the 
ratio then established by commerce, and not 
merely by law. Bryan discards both their 
ratio and their reasoning. 

‘And yet this man presumes to be a candi- 
date for President. of the United States. 
fortunate it is for the memory of our time 
that history will record that he was nomi- 
nated in one of these curious paroxsms of 
emotional insanity which sometimes sweeps 
a body of men suddenly toward destruc-

WHITE’S WELCOME AT HIS HOME. 


Friends Crowd About Him and the 
Boys Build a Bonfire. 

The scenes in connection with Clarence 
White’s homecoming were fully as remark- 
able as those enacted at the cOurt-room and 
jail. No hero could have been rec ived with 
more’ enthusiastic acclaim than was he, 
when, with his mother and a few close 
friends, he entered the modest little shop at 
Hoyne evenue and Augusta street, which 
is his home. 

For an hour or more a crowd of 2U0 or 300 
people had awaited his arrival, and he was 
quickly surrounded by a throng who show- 
ered congratulations as they struggled to 
take him by the hand. 

Outside the boys had prepared a bonfire 
in his honor, and as he entered the house 
they lighted it, at the same time shouting 
in unison: t 

One, two, three, who are we? 
We are the boys who set White free. 

The home had been decorated in honor of 
his return. Over the door, and stretching 
around the walls of the room, were strips 
of gay bunting, while, in a most conspicuous 
place, hung the paint pot with which he was 
working when he was arrested. 

For an hour or more the little room was 
packed with a throng of people, coming and 
going, who shook White warmly by the hand 
and congratulated him on ‘his acquittal. 
White was naturally greatly pleased, but 
conducted himself in modest and becoming 
manner. 

His mother was supremely happy. The 
tears were frequently in her eyes, and more 
than once she said: 

‘| am the happiest woman in Chicago to- 
night.”’ < 


JAIL A SCENE OF JOY AND PATHOS. 


Acquitted Men Are Greeted with a 
Clamor of Cheers. 

The scene in the court-room paled into in- 
significance in cofMpanison with the demon- 
stration at the County Jail when White, 
Carpenter, and Gurney were released. 

Mrs. White, Mrs. Lawrence, Miss Winnie 
Mills, all the attorneys for the defense, and 
a number of other friends of the acquitted 
prisoners crowded into the jail to witness 
the official discharge of the men. Night 
Jailer Folz and a clerk busied them:elves 
in making out the discharges, while the pris- 
oners in the jail yelled themselves hoarse. 
As Clarence White was led back to his cell 
to await his official discharge he was given 
an ovation by his fellow-prisoners. 

‘‘Hurrah for White! Three cheers for 
White!” yelled a hundred prisoners at once, 
and in response the 40 prisoners in the jail 
joined in cheer after cheer which filled the 
corridors and cell-rooms of the big institu- 
tion with a deafening roar. 

Men, boys, and women soon crowded into 
the alley at the west end of the jail, attracted 
by the yells of the prisoners, and soon 50 
voices from the outside answered the cheers 
of the men behind the walls. 

Carpenter was the first of the trio to be re- 
leased. The attorneys and friends of the 
man gathered around him and shook his 
hand, 

‘**] am not going back to work at my har- 
ness shop for a while,” said Carpenter. “I 
fee! as if I ought to have a little rest 
now after the strain of thistrial. I1 felt con- 
fident that I would be acquitted from the 
Tirst. 

Charles Gurney next appeared, and re- 
ceived his discharge and the congratula- 
tions of friends. 

Then came Clarence White, smiling hap- 
pily. “Mrs. White was standing near the big 
outside door of the Jail. Asshecaught sight 
of her son coming from the cell room she 
sprang forward to meet him. The crowd 
stepped back, and mother and son met inthe 
center of the jail office. 

"YO, my son,” cried Mrs. White, as she 
sank into the arms of young White with 
tears of joy streaming down her face. 

‘* Mother,” exclaimed the acquitted pris- 
oner in a choking voice, as he folded his 
mother in his arms. 

Mrs. White clung to her son while the lat- 
ter ansWered the questions necessary to se- 
cure his official release. Then the big door 
of the jail swung open and Clarence White 
ana his codefendants passed out once more 
to liberty. 

“We prayed for you every night, Clar- 
ence,’ said Mrs. Lawrence. “I know you 
are innocent of the terrible charge they 
made against you.” 

_White went directly to his home, No. 411 
North Hoyne avenue, with his mother and 
friends. Gurney went to the home of a 
page on the West Side, and Carpenter went 

» tne home of his sister, who lives on the 
West Side. 

FOREMAN DISCUSSES THE VERDICT. 


He Says White's Acquittal Hinged on 
a Reasonable Doubt. 
Foreman Philip Q. Bond was found at the 
Hotel Le Grand and was not averse to talk- 

ing about the verdict. 

‘“ I suppose the verdict is popular with the 
class of people behind the bars in the Coun- 
ty Jail,” said Mr. Bond. “ I have heard Mr. 
White said he was coming to this hotel to 
thank the jury. If he does, I for one shall 
tell him his acquittal was the result sim- 
ply of a reasonable doubt aroused by the 
overwhelming number of witnesses who 
swore he was not in the vicinity of the Gol- 
den Rule Store on the night of the murder. 

“On the first ballot we acquitted Carpen- 
ter and Gurney, every member of the jury 
feeling satisfied that neither of those men 
had anything to-do with the killing of Mar- 
shall. Their alibis we considered perfect

STORY OF THE MARSHALL MURDER. 


Incidents of the Attempted Store Rob. 
bery Which Resulted in Homicide. 
The attempted robbery of the Golden Rule 

store, No. 378 West Madison street, on the 

night of May 7 was one of the boldest of the 
many store robberies in the month of May. 

At 8:45 o’clock on the evening of May 7 
two men approached the cage of the cashier, 
Miss Mattie Garretson, in the store, and one 
of them, presenting two drawn revolvers at 
her head, demanded that she open the money 
drawer.

SPEECH BY GOVERNOR ALTGELD. 


Pessimistic View of Conditions and 
the Remedies Suggested. 

After the Governor had acnowledged the 
greetings which followed the introduction, 
he said: 

“There are in this audience many young 
men who have reached a point where they 
must decide what they will follow in Ife. 
There was a time in the history of our coun- 
try when ‘a healthy body, a healthy brain, 
an honest heart, and two willing hands were 
all the capital that a young man needed to 
start on a successful career. He had his 
ehoice of empioyment. There was activity 
on every hand, and he could enter a field that 
suited his taste. Today there is no fleld that 
invites him, and the tracks of the 
wandering tramp tell him of the _ diffi- 
‘culty of finding employment. There are 
thousands of parents who themselves started 
in life poor and have run successful careers 
whe are now anxious to see their children 
settied in life, but who sit down with sad 
hearts because the outlook is cheerless. 
There are millions of farmers who once Were 
prosperous and could sell the products of 
their farms for such prices as enabled them 
not only to pay their taxes and pay their 
debts, but to supply their families with the 
comforts and even the luxuries of life. They 

-had money to spend at the store, at the 
shop, and at the college. Today these men 
find that it takes nearly. all they can pro- 
duce to pay thé¢ir taxes, pay the interest.on 
their debt, and pay what are called fixed 
charges. They are no longer able to buy 
even thé comforts, let alone the luxuries of 
life. Their purchasing power is gone. 

“There are in this community mine oper- 
ators who once found. a broad market in 
which to sell their coal and could realize 
prices which enabled them to pay living 
wages to their men. Today they find that 
many of the factories are not running, the 
market is limited, and after shipping their 
coal they are obliged to accept prices which 
mean starvation. 

“There are in this State thousands of 
miners who make their living by the hardest 
work known to man—digging in the bowels 
of the earth. Once there was a demand for 
their labor. Instead of having to tramp over 
the country and seek jobs they were sought 
for at their homes. They were able to earn 
enough money to not only support their fam- 
ilies, but to educate their children. 

Many Out of Employment. 

‘‘' Today many of these men are entirely out 
of employment, others are working at halt 
time, and those who are employed have to 
work for wages which means in the end 
degradation for themselves and their fam- 
ilies. 

“There are all over this country merchants 
who once were prosperous and active, their 
business was large, the farmers and labor- 
ers came to their stores, and purchased free- 
ly. Now every day brings a record of new 

‘ failures and new assignments. Farmers 
and laborers are no longer buying as they 
did. Business has fallen off, collections are 
hard, and bankruptcy is constantly ham- 
mering at the door. 

“ There was a time when the manufactur- 
ers were all busy making the various things 
that were used by a prosperous and progress- 
ive people. There was a buyer for every- 
thing they could make. Their shops were 
filled with laborers receiving living wages. 
Now that market has been to a great ex- 
tent destroyed, and there being no longer 
purchasers, the manufacturer is obliged to 
in part or in whole shut down, and when 


he does so his workmen are turned on the 4 


street and their purchasing power is in turn 
destroyed. 

“There was a time when our railroads 
were all busy. There was atime when there 
was activity. everywhere in this land. There 
was a demand for brains and a demand for 
muscle. Every man willing to work had his 
choice of labor. The great common toiling 
masses of our country were contented, were 
educating their children, were good citizens, 
and were happy. All this has changed, and 
there is paralysis, stagnation, want, suffer- 
ing, and discontent all over this the richest 
land under the sun. 

Causes ef the Distress. 

“THis change has not come suddenly. It 
has been creeping over us for a great many 
years. During this time we have had sun- 
shine and rain as before and nature has 
yielded her harvests as bountifully.as ever. 
The earth and. the elements have done‘all in 
their power to make man rich and prosper- 
ous. It is not nature, but man, that is re- 
sponsible for the change. The causes of our 
distress are not. natural but are artificial. 
It is governmental policy that is the mother 
of our sorrow. 

‘‘During all of the time that this depression 
has been coming upon us we have hada high 
protective tariff. We have today a tariff 
that is higher in most respects than it was in 
war times, and up toa year anda half ago 
we had a tariff that was almost prohibitory; 
yet the distress of the country became more 
and more intense. Nearly every year for 
fifteen years we have had in New York and 


the money centers of this country what was | 


called a “money flurry,’ that is, a small 
panic, the result of which each time was a 
slight lowering of prices and a slight low- 
ering of wages. 

“During this time the leaders of one of 
the great political parties of the country 
kept advocating an increase of the tariff as 
a remedy for the rapidly increasing ills of 
the land. Although the tariff we had was 
almost the highest in the ‘world and although 
the war has been over for a quarter of a 
century, the only remedy ire ae Se 
Was to raise the.tariff taxes. uring the 
Presidential campaign of 1888, recognizing 
the fact that the conditions in the land were 
rapidly becoming worse, the leaders of this 
party, in their platform, advocated an in- 
Crease in the tariff. The country accepted 
their theory and Mr. Harrison was elected 
President, and when Congress assembled a 
tariff act was passed, known as the ‘ McKin- 
ley law,’ which almost doubled the already 
high duties. While this law was being 
framed the leading manufacturers of the 
country went to Washington to lobby, andit 
is now a matter of history that they gota 
bill framed just as they wanted it. 


Thinks High Tariff a Failure. 

“Maj. McKinley, who had the bill in 
charge, practically allowed the manufact- 
urers to write it themselves. The argument 
Used was the protection of the American la- 
rer. On this theory the duties were made 
80 high as to almost stop importation in 
Many lines, and yet the’ink of the Presi- 
dent's signature to this bill had scarcely be- 
come dry when over 300 of those large man- 
Mfacturers went home and reduced the 
Wages of their operatives: This was in 1890. 
e country is familiar with the reduction of 
Wages which then took place and with some 
of the labor disturbarices that followed, so 
that the first effect of the McKinley act was 
many cases to lower instead of raising 
the wages of the men, and when the work- 
Men protested or went on strike their places 
Were filled with men brought over from the 
uper districts of Europe under contract— 
en who worked for wages on which the 


te American laborer could not support his fam- 


y. This importation of foreign labor asa 
Substitute for American labor was carried 
On to such an extent that Mr. Powderly, him- 

' elf a Pennsylvanian and well posted in that 
_ fegard, declared that almost every native 
and every naturalized American had

Tariffs in Other Countries, 


‘ During all the time that it was in force 
prices kept falling, labor disturbance in- 
creased, business kept shrinking, stagnation 
spread, and the distress of the country kept 
increasing. It was apparent all the time that 
the trouble of the country was due to some 
other cause and that cause was steadily at 
work, day and night, during the whole of the 
time. Although the McKinley law was en- 
acted to arrest; the downward tendency of 
the times it was found impotent for this 
purpose, and it was in the spring of 1893, 
While the McKinley law was in force, that 
the final crash came. The strain had begun 
more than ten years before and had steadily 
increased until finally it became so great 
that the collapse came. 

“After the McKinley tariff had provena 
failure in this country men looked more care- 
fully into the effect of tariffs in other coun- 
tries, and they found that they had produced 
the same results everywhere as here. They 
in some cases enriched the manufacturer, 
but nowhere helped the laborer, because 
there was no tariff on labor. The employer 
could bring cheap labor from any part of the 
earth at any time. It was found that those 
countries in Europe which had the highest 
tariffs were the very countries in which were 
found most of the pauper labor, and it was 
also found that while wages in free trade 
England wer@® low they had more than dou- 
bled since the "time that England abolished 
her tariffs, and, further, that they were now 
higher than in any of the protective coun- 
tries of Europe. On further studying the 
situation it was found that the distress 
Which was spreading over our country was 
not local to America, but that it was at the 
same time spreading over Europe—spread- 
ing over countries where they had high pru- 
tective tariff, and over countries where they 
had low tariffs, and over countries where 
they had no tariffs. 


Relation of Wages and Prices. 


It became apparent that this paralysis In 
the activity, enterprise, and industry of the 
world Had no connection with tariffs, but 
was due to an entirely different cause, oper- 
ating throughout the civilized world, and 
that-cause was the reduction in the standard 
and measure of values of the world. In 
other words, the falling prices were caused 
by the arbitrary wiping out by law of one- 
half of the primary or redemption money of 
the world.. This was done not only by the 
government of the United States, but by the 
governments of Europe, and produced the 
same results there that it did here—that is, 
it produced a rise in the purchasing power 
of gold so that it took more property, more 
products, and more labor thereafter to get 
a dollar than it did before. Wages and the 
selling price of property go together. Labor 
produces property. When property sells at 
a high price then it is possible to pay high 
wages; when it sells at a low price wages 
must be low; when it cannot be sold at all 
then there is no work. 

‘*Let us consider the money question in 
its relation to the hard times. There are 
fundamental and immutable laws of finance 
just as there are laws of physics, and they 
are not difficult to understand. Many of you 
have never studied what are called the 
sciences. You'have never talked learnedly 
about the laws of nature, but you know 
enough about them to answer all practical 
requirements. You. know that water will 
run down hill; you know that an apple fall- 
ing from a tree will go to the ground; you 
know that sparks fly upward and that fire 
wiil burn. Just se with the financial ques- 
tion. 


Scarce Money Means Low Prices. 


** You know that a scarcity of money means 
low prices, and that low prices mean hard 
times. You know that when there is plenty 
of money in the country, when farmers are 
in a condition to buy freely, that then there 
is activity, then there is prosperity. You 
know that it takes more money to do the 
business of two men than it does to do the 
business of one man... You know that if the 
amount of money that there is in the world 
were doubled that the holders of this money 
would not let it He idle, but they would buy 
property, build houses, bulld factories, and 
otherwise invest it, and that the result would 
be activity, and with this would‘come a de- 
mand for labor and a demand for the prod- 
ucts of the farmer, and a consequent in- 
crease in wages and an increase in the price 
of commodities. This would restore the pur- 
chasing power of the farmer and the laborer. 
It would restore the wonderful home market 
we used to hear about atid would again give 
us prosperity. 

‘* Applying this rule that when money_is 
scarce times are hard and when money is 
plenty times'are good to the affairs of the 
world it amounts to this, that when you in- 
crease the volume cf money inthe world you 
increase the selling price of property and of 
products and make the producing classes 
prosperous, and this means the prosperity 
of the peopie, while if you reduce the vol- 
ume of money in the world you correspond- 
ingly reduce the selling price of property and 
of products and destrcy the prosperity of 
the producing classes. This rule is recog- 
nized by all great financiers of the world 
as an immutable and fundamental law of 
finance, and it has been verified by the finan- 
cial’ history of our country. 

‘*From 1862 to 1866 we had neither gold 
nor silver in circulation in this ‘country. 
Our money consisted of Treasury notes, is- 
sued by the government, and of national 
bank notes, and according to the Treasury 
tables we had during that time altogether 
$1,542,000,000 of paper money in circulation. 


Specie Payments and Panics. 


“Tt is true gold was ata premium. Some 
times it took two and a half dollars of paper 
to get one of gold, but the people did not 
need goldand the most prosperous years that 
this republic has ever seen were those years. 
Many of yourecall them distinctly. Farmers 
prospered ag they never had before. The 
merehants and the bankers prospered and 
the manufactories were running to their 
fullest capacity. 

‘‘ But the government decided to return to 
specie payments and for that purpose began 
to call in and cancel the greenbacks and 
issue bonds’ in their stead, which did not 
circulate as money, and between 1866 and 
1870 the paper money in the¢ountry was re- 
duced by more than one-halRand there fol- 
lowed a corresponding fall in prices. This 
produced the panic of 1873, during which 
time prices fell from the paper money basis 
down to what was then called the specie 
basis. This was local to this country and 
did not affect Europe. The years of ruin 
and disaster following the panic of 1873 were 
the result of the contraction of the currency 
hy the government. 

‘This resumption of specie payments by 
the government was on the hasis of gold and 
siiver.. These two materials had done the 
business of.the world since the dawn of 
civilization. : For 200 years their relation to 
each other was established and was prac- 
tically uniform throughout the world. Un- 
fortunately for mankind, the monied classes 
cf Europe conceived the idea that it would 
be to their interest to make money dear and 
property and labor cheap. During the de- 
cade following the war our people had be- 
come the great debtor people of the earth. 


Interest That Goes to England. 


‘Not only had the government, the States, 
the counties, and the cities issued bonds, 
but the railroads and all other great prop- 
erties and great interests had issued bonds, 
even most of the farm and city property 
had been mortgaged. The great bulk of all 
this indebtedness was held by the English 
money lenders. The interest on this vast 
debt had to be paid by the American peo- 
ple in one form or in another. Either in 
the form of taxes or increased charges on 
the railroads or increased prices of articles 
purchased, but under the prices which then 
existed for farm products and for labor 
our people were able to pay this vast inter- 
est and yet have a surplus left, which en- 
abled them to supply themselves with the 
comforts and even luxuries of life, and we 
had what was then known as the great 
American market. Our farmers were pros- 
perous and all other classes were prosper- 
ous. This was when we had silver and gold. 
at that time the London bondholders had to 
take the interest-on two $1,000 bonds to buy 
a horse or to buy a hundred bushels of 
wheat and they concluded that if they could 
wipe out half of the money in the world that 
then the interest on one £1,000 bond would 
buy a horse and would buy a hundred bush- 
els of wheat and buy a correspondingly in- 
creased amount of labor or any other kind 
of property, and this is what they accom- 
plished. 

‘In 1873 they got our government to, by 
law, demonetize silver, stop its coinage, de. 
priced it of its legal tender functions, and 
reduced it practically to the basis of token 
money. Between that year and 1880 they 
got nearly all of the governments to. take 
similar steps, so that silver was no longer 
a primary or redemption money, but occu- 
pied the place practically of token money, 
and as the amount of silver dollars im the 
world was just about equal to the amount 
of gold dollars in the world it followed that 
when silver was demonetized and its coin- 
age was stopped that thereafter the work 
which was formerly done by gold and silver 
together had to be done by gold alone. 


Purchasing Power Is Doubled. 


“The number of people who had to have 
gold were doubled, its im ortance was dou- 


bled, and it necessarily fo owed that its pur- 
chasing t the 


power was doubled, so 


- 


brought ‘the laborer no ' 


after a gold dollar would buy just twice the 
amount of products, twice the amount of 
property, twice the amount of labor, that it 
formerly did, on the average. 

“ According to the great law of finance 
which I have just named this is what had to 
follow, and you know from bitter experience 
that this is just what did follow. The selling 
price of all property when taken on the av- 
erage, the selling price of all products when 
taken on the average, was reduced by just 
one-half. So that wheat went from $1 to 
50 cents, and ajl ether farm products were 
sold in proportion. The selling price of every- 
thing which labor produces was lowered, but 
nothing that the bondholder held was low- 
ered. The debts a!] remained the same. The 
vast sums of interest to be paid every year 
remained the same. The taxes, if anything, 
were higher. All of the fixed charges, call- 
ing for cash payments, remained the same. 

‘Thereafter it took everything that the 
farmer could scrape together to pay the fixed 
charges, and in many cases he could not do 
it. His purchasing power was destroyed, 
and that universal paralysis which I have al- 
ready described, ensued. Formerly there 
was added every year to the volume of money 
that existed in the world not only the amount 
of gold that was mined, but also the amount 
of silver that was mined, less what was used 
in the arts, and as the population kept in- 
creasing constantly, and as it was necessary 
that the volume of money should be enlarged 
every year to keep pace with the increase of 
population in order that prices might not 
fall, the world depended upon the increase to 
be derived from both metals being about 
equal in amount. 

Decrease in Annual Money Product. 

“But since the demonetization of silver 
there is added each year only the gold that 
is produced, less what is used in the arts. 
In other words, the annual addition now to 
the stock of meney is only half what it used 
to be, while the annual increase in popyla- 
tion is much greater than it used to be. Con- 
sequently pricer snust go on steadily falling 
a little every year. That is what has hap- 
pened during the last few years and is what 


is ‘going on now, ana it is a well-known fact. 


that there can be no prosperity in a country 
on falling prices. 

“The money of the world constitutes the 
blood of the commercial world, and when 
half of it was wiped out by arbitrary acts of 
government the remainder manifested a 
tendency to concentrate at London and other 
European money centers, while all that part 
of the world which depended upon industry 
and enterprise became cold and lifeless. 

“Now, my fellow-citizens, these debts re- 
main. These fixed charges cannot be re- 
duced, and unless the standard of prices can 
again be raised, so that our farmers and 
producers can earn some money over and 
above these fixed charges, no general pros- 
perity will be possible in this country. In 
the tariff discussion of years ago it was de- 
bated as to whether the importer or the home 
manufacturer should supply the great home 
market. Today we find that that home mar- 
ket has been destroyed, and the question is 
how can we revive it. That home market 
died under the McKinley law; it died under 
high protection. 

Foreign Speculators Are Be 


“Who are.the men who profit by the = 
istir.g order ct! things? Only the New Bass 
and jsuropean speculators and the — , 
men who hold American securities. ie 
great bondholdiug classes of Europe now 
find that one-half of the interest on their 
bonds will buy as much labor and witli buy 
as much property as all of it used to buy. 
Naturally they want to continue that con- 
dition of affairs. The attempt to maintain 
this gold standard has involved the Ameri- 
can Government in such difficulties that 
during the last three years $260,000, 000 of 
bonds have peen issued, making that much 
more of a bond for the American people to 
pay interest on and ultimately to pay off. 

“A year anc a half agoa small crowd of 
New York speculators, with J. Pierpont 
Morgan at their head, made upwards of $1\),- 
000.000 in a couple of weeks out of the gov- 
ernment in*a small bond transaction. Do 
you blame Morgan and his associates for 
wanting to continue that condition of af- 
fairs? I do not. But I do blame the repre- 
sentatives and so-called leaders of the Amer- 
ican people who under one pretext or another 
are helping to perpetuate a policy which 
shall furnish a perpetual harvest to bond 
sharks. 

‘ You ask how it is that the bankers are on 
the side of the gold standard? It is simple 
enough for the Eastern bankers to be there, 
and the fact that the Western bankers are 
on that side simply shows the power of 
money. It shows that the Western bankers 
are in the clutches and subject to the dicta- 
tion of Eastern and foreign capital. The 
great money center of the world now is Lon- 
dou. The large financiers of New York un- 


nefited. 


der our existing system are in the habit of | 


looking to London bankers. Having made 


themse!ves dependent on them or deriving | 
a profit from serving them these New York | 


bankers not only act on the suggestions 
but follow the dictation of the London bank- 
ers. 

Dictated To by Eastern Bankers. 


“The few bankers in New York again 
have their correspondents in the other cities 
of the country, and these correspondents in 
many cases are either dependent on, or else 
find it profitable to serve, the New-Yorker. 
Consequently they not only act on the sug- 
gestions but follow the dictation of a few 
New York bankers. There are in this coun- 
try altogether upward of 9,000 banks, and 
under the existing system they are made to 
act almost as one man. Bankers ordinarily 
make money when the country Is prosperous, 
and the bankers in all producing and indus- 
trial sections of the country would be im- 
measurably benefited by a restoration of 
silver and prosperity, and when they take a 
pesition which is against the interests of the 
community in which they live and do busi- 
ness it shows that they are ready to either 
blindly follow the cruel dictates of the gold 
men or are hopelessly in the clutches of 
what is called the *‘ Eastern money power.’ 
These Engiish and New York bankers are 
able to dictate to every railroad, every man- 
ufacturer, and every business-man in this 
country, and they have now for several 
months been exercising a money terrorism 
over the people of this country. Every man 
that works for wages for any great concern 
has a moral threat of dismissal hanging 
aver him unless he will vote at the dictation 
of his employer. 

** Bankers are refusing credit to business- 
men who will not surrender their manhood 
or their rights of citizenship. Even railroad 
operatives are threatened with dismissal if 
they insist upon being independent. The 
English money power is conducting a cam- 
paign in this country, and while there are 
some honest and some good men arrayed on 
that side, it is a remarkable fact that all of 
those influences that undermine and destroy 
republican institutions, all of the corrup- 
tionists, are arraying themselves on the side 
of the English money-lenders. Gen. Jackson 
fought a moneyed power that was American 
in its character, that sought to fasten onthe 
people of the republic art American yoke. 


Crisis Confronts the Republic. 


‘We are confronted by a money power 
that is seeking to fasten upon the people of 
this country an English yoke. We are now 
in the mffist of the gravest crisis that ever 
éonfronted this republic. In 1861 the Union 
was confronted with dissolution which 
meant anarchy in respect to government, and 


a perpetuation of the African slavery. In 


43896 we are confronted with the question of 
perpetually enslaving the white race. We 
are confronted with the question whether 
we shall install the English Shylock as a 
taskmaster over all the generations of 
Americans that are yet to come. We are 
not proposing to wrong anybody. Weare 
proposing to give every man his due. We 
are not suggesting experiments; we are de- 
manding a return to the experience of the 
world for thousands of years, and we say 
that this experiment of trying to forcé the 
nations of the earth onto a gold basis for 
the benefit of European creditors is ruining 
the American people. 

‘*We propose to pay back the English 
creditors in the same money they gave us— 
gold and silver. We propose to give them 
dollars that shall have the same purchasing 
power, that will buy as much property and 
as much labor of every kind as had the dol- 
lars which they gave us—money having ex- 
actly the same purchasing power. We pro- 
pose to pay them principal and interest in 
the — money exactly which they gave 
us, and we say that their acts in getting 
silver demonetized and gold made dear, 
after they had succeeded in getting our 
bonds and our notes, so as to compel us to 
pay in a different kind of money from what 
they gave us, to pay in dollars which cost 
twice as much sweat, twice as much blood 
as did the dollars which they gave us—we 
say that that act was a fraud and was a 
crime against civilization. 


Sherman and Cleveland Sleep Together 


** My fellow-citizens, this is not a partisan 
question. It is not a question of Republican- 
ism or of Democracy. John Sherman and 
Grover Cleveland are sleeping together. It 
is a question of patriotism. It is a question

** You have heard glib talk about 50-cent 
dollars. Gentlemen, there is no such thing 


as a 50-cent dollar. The silver dollars which 
they speak of as S0-cent dollars buy as much 
property on the average of every kind, buy 
as much of the products of the earth on the 


average of every kind, buy as much labor | 


on the average of every kind, as they did 
before silver was demonetized. Silver has 
not fallen. It occupies the same relation to 
property, to the products of the earth and 
to labor that it formerly did; it is gold that 
has gone up. The purchasing power.of gold 
has doubled and our people are obliged to 
pay their debts, sattedinat and interest, in 
dollars which as a matter of fact are J00- 
cent dollars. 
“Who gets 
money-lenders,

Restore toitits 
legal tender qualities, and just as soon as 
this is done, just as soon as silver can be 
used at the custom-house, used to pay taxes, 
and to pay notes at the bank, just as soon as 
it can be used to do the same work that gold 
does, just that soon the importance of gold

until the two metals again circulate at par 
just as they did for 200 years before silver 
was demonetized. 

** But, says some one, the idea of bimetal- 
lism is all right, but we cannot go it alone. 
We must have Europe to help us, otherwise 
gold will go to a premium. Examine thisa 
moment. Everybody admits that if all the 
Kuropean States would act together they 
could go it alone, They could absorb the 
Silver that Is annually produced, and in fact 
a great deal more without having gold co 
toa premium. Now, gentlemen, the internal 
trade of the United States under normal 
conditions is greater than that of all Europe 
put together, for while some of the European 
countries have large populations they are 
s0 extremely poor that they possess very li*- 
tle purchasing power, consequently if 
Kurope could go it alone the United States 
could still more easily do so. We cm uld ab- 
sorb more than double the amount ofall the 
silver that would be brought to our country, 
and it’would be like putting new blood into 
the body. The patient is now too weak to 
travel. We say restore his blood to its nor- 
mal condition and then he will again be 
active. 


Why Mexican Dollars Are Cheap. 


“It is said that a Mexican dollar, which 
is as heavy as ours, is worth only 50 cents in 
gold, and we are asked, if this is so, how will 


‘we make our silver dollars circulate side by 


side with gold. I say we will do it by giving 
our silver dollars a field sufficiently large to 
absorb all, and in which they can do the 
Same work that gold does. The business of 
Mexico is so smal! that it does not furnish a 
sufficiently large fleid to absorb all of the 
silver dollars. The business of Mexico is 
less than that of some of our States. 

‘* Multiply the trade of Mexico by forty 
and it would absorb twice the amount of sil- 
ver that could be furnished any one year. 
When the large import duties paid at our 
custom houses and the limitless sums of 
taxes paid in our country are considered it 
becomes at once apparent that this country 
could absorb 200 times as much silver money 
as Mexico could, independently of all the 
other nations of the earth. Mexicoison a 
silver basis and M. Romero, the Mexican 
Minister at Washington, a year ago pub- 
lished an article in the North American Re- 
view describing the conditions of his coun- 
try, and he showed that Mexico is more pres- 
perous now than it ever was before in its 
history. Her farmers are prospering, her 
business-men are prospering, her manufact- 

ries are all busy, and new enes are being 
erected, and there is scarcely an idle laborer 
in Mexico.

gland, but the great common people of the 
colonies demanded independence. There 
were less than 3,000,000 of them. The in- 
fiuential class were all against them. The 
fashionable people af the colonies and of 
Europe jeered at them. The aristocrats 
of Europe sneered at their  pretentions.

In 1812 England sought to dominate us 
upon the seas, and again the bankers anid 
moneyed classes of our country sympathized 
with England. Suppose the weak andl 
struggling republic had then said, ‘ Freedom 
from search upon the seas is an excellent 


thing, but we must wait until Europe helps | 


us to get it.” Would our history nave been 
the same? Although England was then al- 
most mistress of the world, the young and 
struggling republic defied and defeated her. 
Since that conditions have changed; policies 
have changed. England does not care io 
dominate us politically further: than to 
shape our financial policy.

The question now is, shall 7U,- 
000,000 of people surrender these institutions 
or announce to the world that they are in- 
capable of maintaining them? Three mill- 
ions of people a century ago announced to 
the world that they could get along without 
Kurope. Shall 70,000,000 of people now pro- 
claim that we are dependent upon the mon- 
archy-ridden and corruption-eaten FEuro- 
pean States? 
Not a Question of Office Getting. 


‘‘My friends, it is not a question of office 
getting. There are things in the world that 
arise above office and arise above empty 
honors. 1 ask you tO support Bryan and hu- 
manity against McKinley and plutocracy. 
I ask you to support the institutions of the 
fathers against she dictation of foreign Shy- 
locks. I ask you to sustain a policy which 
gives every man his due on the one hand, and 
will make it vossible for every industrious 
and intelligent man to make a living on the 
other hand.

Some of 
the men in the little group who were a trifle 
chilly toward the administration sounded the 
praises of Henry Watterson. There was one 
manin the party, however, who isa member 
of Mr. Cleveland’s kitchen Cabinet, and this 
man, after listening to the talk about Wat- 
terson, gravely shook his head and sald:

._ Jamestown, N. Y., Aug. 29.—William J.

Ald. Salo W. Roth, who is now uftlaer bonds 
awaiting trial on a charge of embezzling 
$42,000 from the association.

Im one breath Mr. Roth maintained that 
he did not owe the National Building and 
Loan Association or any of its stockholdersa 
cent, and defied them to prove the contrary. 
In the next he promised to pay every person 
present all he owed them, dollar for dollar, 
Stating that his attorney had advised him 
to agree to their proposition to settle for 50 
cents on the dollar, but that his conscience 
would not let him listen to such a plan. 
He said he would need time to make a 
complete settlement, but offered to let all 
his property, which he estimates as Wping 
Worth $150,000, go to even things up, “and 


deavor to find purchasers for his real estate 
in order that he might pay a dividend in that 
way.

AMBASSADOR FROM CHINA RECEIVED 
BY MR. CLEVELAND. 


Ceremony Ocetre at the Home of Mr. 
Whitney and Is Participated In by 
Several Cabinet Ministers—Visitor 
Makes a Short Speech, Presenting 
the Compliments of His Master, the 
Emperor—President Replies For- 
mally—Li’s Imposing Credentials.

ber, arrived this morning on the yacht 
Sapphire, and was driven direct to the 
home of ex-Secretary Whitney, where he 
was to receive Li Hung Chang. 

Li Hung Chang arose at 6 o’clock this 
morning. His first ealler was ex-Secretary 
John W. Foster, between whom and the 
Chinese Ambassador a strong friendship has 
existed, especially since Mr. Foster’s mission 
to the East during the Japan-China war. 

Another caller was Yan Phou Lee, who was 
gent here by the Chinese Government as @ 
student in 1873. He presented an invitation 
from the Governor of Tennessee to visit 
Nashville on his way West. 

The report that the Ambassador and the 
Russian Minister had a conference last 
night was confirmed this morning by Edward 
B. Drew, the Commissioner of Customs, in 
the Chinese service. Mr. Drew would say 
nothing as to what had passed between his 
Excellency and the Minister. 

The program for today was presented to 
Earl Li. By it he found that the great feat- 
ure of the day was to be his reception by 
President Cleveland at the residence, of 
William C. Whitney. 

Large crowds gathered in Fifth avenue 
eariy to see the parade to the Whitney resi- 
dence. 

Li Hung Chang and Secretary of State 
Olney, who is also stopping at the Waldorf, 
exchanged visits in the hotel, after which 
they proceeded together to the Whitney resi- 


alry. 

The reception by the President was simple 
in character, and lasted only twenty-five 
minutes. Among those present were Secre- 
tary of State Olney, Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Carlisle, Secretary of War Lamont, and 
Assistant Secretary of State Rockhill. No 
representatives of the press were admitted. 


Received by the President. 


The bali-room in which the President re- 
céived the Chinese Ambassador was deco- 
rated with American and Chinese flags. 
When Earl Li entered he recognized Mr. 
Cleveland at once and kept his eyes upon 
himasheadvanced. Secretary Olney formal- 
ly presented the distinguished visitor to the 
President. The latter bowed and extended 
his hand, which was grasped by Warl Li, 
who then began his address, as follows: 

“Your Excellency: It affords me great 
pleasure to have the honor to be presented 
to your Excellency. The reputation of your 
highly esteemed virtues is widely known 
throughout the world, and in you the citi- 
zens of the United States of America have 
invariably placed their confidence; con- 
sequently, both the interior administration 
and the exterior relations of this great re- 
public are in a state of prosperity. 


“It will always be the desire of my 
august master, the Emperor of China, to 
maintain the most cordial relations with 
America, whose friendly assistance  ren- 


dered to the Government of China after the 


Chino-Japanese war and. whose protec- 
tion for the safety of the Chinese {mmi- 
grants in America are always to be highly 
appreciated. 

‘] am now specially appainted by my 
august master, the EKmperor of China, to 


present to your Excellency the assurances 
of his most friendly feelings towards the 
United States of America, in the hope that 
your Excellency will reciprocate his senti- 
ments and codperate with him to promote 
the friendly intercourse between our two 
countries for the cause of human kind. I 
trust that your Excellency’s government 
will continue to afford protection and kind 
treatment to the Chinese [fmmigrants in 
America and to render friendly assistance 
to the Chinese Government when required. 

‘* May the people of our two nations enjoy 
the benefits of perpetual peace.”’ 


Li Presents His Credentials, ° 


When the speech was ended the Ambas- 
sador turned to one of his suite and received 
from him a package wrapped in silk, which, 
when opened, was seen to be a huge sheet of 
parchment with gilt and gold seals. It was 
Karl Li’s letter of credentials, and was given 
to the President, who turned it over to Secre- 
tary Olney. 

The President in reply to Lj] Hung Chang 
Said: 

* Your Excellency: It gives me great 
pleasure to receive from your hand the per- 
somal letter from your august sovereign and 
to greet you as his personal representative. 
Since our two countries became better ac- 
quainted many incidents have occurred cal- 
culated to increase our friendly relations, 
and not the least gratifying of these are the 
friendly expressions contained in the letter 
of your Emperor and the visit to our coun- 
try of his most distinguished subject, who 
has beeneso honorably and prominently codn- 
nected with public affairs in his own coun- 
try and with all that has been attempted in 
the direction of its advancement and im- 
provement. 

** Your visit to us at this timeis made more 
impressive by the thought that it serves to 
join in one suggestion the most ancient civili- 
zation of the East and the best type of a 
newer civilization in the Western world. 

Our Kinship with China. 


‘‘Notwithstanding the widely different 
characteristics of the two counfries, the wel- 
come which is tendered you by the govern- 
ment and citizens of the United States 
illustrates in the strongest possible manner 
the kinship of nations. We feel that in the 
arrangement of your tour you have not 
allotted to your sojourn among us sufficient 
time to gain an adequate observation of 
all we have accomplished aS a Nation. It 
will not, however, escape your notice that a 
rich and fertile domain has here been quick- 
ly created by those who were assured that 
they would reap where they had sown: that 
a strong and beneficent government has 
been here established by those who loved 
freedom, and that we have a generous and 
patriotic people who love their government 
because it is theirs—created by them, 
administered for them, and protected and 
saved from harm by them. 

“We heartily wish that your stay with us 
may be most pleasant and that at {ts close 
you may enjoy a safe and agreeable return 
to your home and your field of duty and 
usefiuiness.”’ 

At the conclusion of his speech the Prest- 
dent presented to Earl Li the members of 
his Cabinet, others present, and a general 
conversation followed for a short time. 

When it was ended Earl Li and suite were 
escorted back to the Waldorf, where his 
Excellency remained during the afternoon. 

Shortly after the reception to Li Hung 
Chang President Cleveland started for Buz- 
zard’s Bay on the yacht Sapphire. 


Uses Chop Sticks at a Banquet. 


This afternoon Mayor Strang called upon 
Li Hung Chang and welcomed him to the 
city. The interview took on the form ofa 
general discussion of the American govern- 
ment, especially as applied to cities, the 
Viceroy asking for many minute details, 
not failing to inquire what New York paid 
its Mayor. 

Li Hung Chang was the guest of honor 
tonight at a banquet in the Waldorf, given 
by former United States Ministers to China. 
He entered the banquet hall leaning on the 
arm of Gen. J. E. Ward, the first Minister 
sent by this government to the Chinese 
court. President Cleveland was represented 
by Assistant Secretary of State Rockhill. 

The Viceroy had requested that the ban- 
quet not last more than forty minutes. At 
the table he barely nibbled the delicate 
dishes set before him and would not touch 
the wines. This was noticed by his hosts 
and in a few moments chop suey and chop 
sticks were placed before him and he ate 
with a relish. 

Toasts to the honored guests, to the Presi- 
dent, to the Emperor of China, and others 
were drunk. Li Hung Chang responded in 
a most gracious speech of thanks and pro- 
posed that the banqueters “lift up your 
glasses and drink to the health of our old 
time friends.”” As the Viceroy was escorted 
frcm the room he was loudly cheered by the 
seventy gentlemen at the banquet table.

The first consignment of new motor cars 
to be used 'on the Brooklyn bridge will be 
sent East in a day or two, and will prob- 
ably reach Brooklyn within a week. The 
cars are made by the Pullman company.

The new cars are somewhat heavier than 
those in present use. They are fitted with 
heavy motors, besides a grip attachment to 
catch the cables.

When they arrive in New York they will 
be put on scows and transferred to Long 
Island City. From there they will be run 
on the tracks of the Long Island raliroad to 
Flatbush avenue. 

The cars are designed to be used to switch 
the bridge trains at the terminals. They 
will take the place of the noisy shifting en- 
gines now in use, and will also carry pas- 
sengers. Each bridge train will have one of 
the motor cars attached for shifting at the 
terminal.

SIX THOUSAND PERSONS SEE THE 
OPENING RUNNING RACES. 


Inaugural Dash Won by Caesarian in 
a Gallop—Mile Handicap a Great 
Race, in Which Sunburst, a Second 
Choiee, Makes ati Exciting Finish— 
Canewood at 20 to 1 Wins the Fifth 
Race—Three First Raees Go to Fa- 


vorites Easily. 


Ideal Park, Wis., began its history yester- 
day with an ideal day and ideal attend- 
ance. The new race track was visited by 
6,000. persons, nine-tenths of whom came 
from Chicdgo. Although the time made by 
the fields in the six events on. the card 
was not fast, owing to the newness of tne 
track, the racing was good, The mile handi- 
cap, which was won. in an enthusing finish 
by Sunburst, an outsider, showed the track 
to be three to five seconds slow. Otherwise 
the opening of the new track was happy and 
successful, 

A yisit to the track makes apparent the 
reason why the peculiar name was given 
to it. From the grand stand, which is hign- 
ly elevated, a beautiful landscape is visible. 
‘he rural character of the environments 
gives addittonal charm to the place. The 
neighborhood contributed a large number 
to the attendance. Many living near by are 
employed as police, having power of con- 
siables from Kenosha County, in which the 
track is built. 

Those present yesterday were critical. 
They examined every buillding-in the grounds 
aud passed judgment on it. None of the 
buildings has been painted. As everything 
is of yellow pine except the heavy timbers, 
the newness of the place, as well as tne 
rapidity with which it was built, adds inter- 
est. The grand stand and betting shed aif- 
fer largely from those found at the other 
tracks which Chicago has Hberally patron- 
ized. The grand stand hasa seating capacity 
of 4,000. It is buflt at a slight angle witna 
the stretch, furnishing a good view to ail 
as the horses race for the wire. The betting 
shed is south of the grand stand, entirely 
disconnected. It must be passed, however, 
to reach the seats. Yesterday there were 
twel’ 2 bookmakers on their blocks. At the 
west end of the sheds the foreign book was 
made. The space under and behind the 
grand ‘stand is used as a bar and lunch- 
room and almost on an elevation with the 
seats in the stand there is a private calé. 
The program yesterday was carried out 
just as if the track had been in existenca 
for years, and this feature was more com- 
mented on than many others. 

Was a Betting Crowd. 

The crowd present was a betting crowd. 
The messengers who carried bets to the 
books were kept as busy as if a Derby event 
was on. In the betting shed probably a 
thousand men played the game with the 
bookmakers. 

Several attractive features were intro- 
duced... The weighing-room under the pre- 
siding judge’s stand is open to public view, 
and from every point in the stand the jockeys 
may be Seen on the scales. The Creveling 
starting machine was used yesterday. Dick 
Dwyer, who handled the flag, was fortunate 
in getting the flelds away in company file. 

The principal events on the.card were the 
Inaugural dash at five furlongs and the 
Ideal Park Handicap, distance ene mile.

Red Cross Work in Armenia. 


‘Miss Clara Barton, George H. Pullman, 
and Mr. Hubbell, who have been in Con- 


F Stantinople since February directing’ the 


Red Cross relief work in Asta Minor, are now 
in London, preparing to sail by the Scythia 
next week for America. They have re- 
turned through Buda Pesth, Vienna, and 
Paris, breaking the journey at. various 
points, and are in excellent health. 

The story which they have to tell of their 
humane work in the Sultan’s dominions is 
a wonderful one. They have expended 
$116,000 so Systematically and sensibly that 
every dollar has counted double in practical 
results, They have avoided any measures 
which would tend to paupetize those whose 
necessities they aimed to rélieve. 

What they have done is to put the suffer- 
ing and impoverished victims of misgovern- 
ment*in the way of helping themselves and 
becoming self-supporting. They have not 
given away money outright.to hands 
Stretched out to receive it,, but have pur- 
chased and.distributed supplies, raw ma- 
terial, seed; tools, farm implements, and 
looms, enabling helpless people to resume 
their usual occupations. Seldom has hu- 
mane work been conducted on such sound 
business principles. Farmers have been pro- 
vided with seed to sow and implements for 
tilling the ground and- reaping crops. 
Weavers have been supplied with lodms, and 
carpenters, blacksmiths, and artisans with 
tools for their daily work. Only two indus- 
tries have been discriminated against—to- 
bacco and spirits. All other industrial occu- 
pations have been aided through the or- 
ganized work of the Red Cross. 

Turks Appreciate the Work. 

Miss Barton has been exccutive manager 
and Mr. Pullman has kept charge of the 
finances, while Mr, Hubbell has superintend- 
ed the field work. True to their Red Cross 
standard, they have not meddled in politics 
or diplomacy, nor been influenced by re- 
ligious prejudice or preference. They have 
relieved sufferers wherever found, in An- 
atolia or Armenia, whether Christian or Mo- 
hammedan; and when their money was ex- 
hausted have returned with the sorrowful 
consciousness that an immense deal of dis- 
tress still remains. 

They report that the Ottoman Government 
interposed no obstacles to their work, but 
aided them in many ways. The Sultan and 
the Foreign Minister thanked them at the 
ciose of their labors, and all classes united 
in expressing gratitude. The scene when 
Miss Barton left Constantinople was a re- 
markable one, a great throng assembling to 
give her a final greeting. There are seven 
or eight influential classes in the Turkish 
Capital, who are ordinarily opposed to one 
another, but for once they were united in 
their appreciation of this noble woman’s 
work in Constantinople, where she had not 
made a single enemy. 


Constantinople Riots Untimely. 
In striking contrast with this American 
conducted with business 


ruflianism, rioting, pillage, and slaughter in 
Constantinople. 

The conspiracy of bomb-throwers is most 
untimely, as.the Sultan was showing un- 
wonted willingness to listen to the demands 
of the powers respecting Crete. The Mo- 
hammedan population has again been roused 
to fury by the revolutionary movement, 
which can only be described as an act of 
criminal folly directed at once against the 
Sultan’s authority, the moral influence of the 
powers, and the interests of peace. 

New Light on Colonial History. 

The new collection of Dartmouth papers 
published by the Royal Commission on His- 
torical Manuscripts is reviewed at length 
by all the prominent journals and is gener- 
ally recognized as of great importance. 
These papers relate, to the original thirteen 
colonies, the West Indies, and Canada, and 
cover the period when the second Lord Dapt- 
mouth was Secretary of State for the Ameri- 
cen Department. When the present Lord 
Dartmouth succeeded to the title several 
boxes of manuscripts were found and placed 
ut the disposal of the commission. Many of 
these’had not been touched since they left 
the hands of the second Lord Dartmouth 
when he was serving under Lord North in 
the most thankless office in the gift of the 
crown. Some of these papers were written 
by Americans in London, who were anxious 
to bring about a compromise, and they 
throw much new light on the history of that 
stormy period when England was persever- 
dng in the intolerant policy which eventually 
deprived her of her continental empire in 
America. 

Donaldson Smith’s Explorations. 

Dr. Donaldson Smith’s account of his ex- 
plorations in Africa will soon be published 
in England by Arnold, with numerous illus- 
trations from the author’s photographs. It 
will bear the title, ‘‘ Through Unknown 
African Countries,” and will cover the 
American traveler's journey from Somali- 
land to Lake Rudolf and Lamu.

HORRORS OF THE PRISON. 


INNUMERABLE PETTY INDIGNITIES 
HEAPED ON THE FENIANS. 


Their Sleep Disturbed, Their Rations 
Cut Short, Their Eyesight Injured, 
and Reason Impaired by Continual 
Mistreatment at the Hands of the 
Wardens and Their Inferior Offi- 
cers—The Punishment Kept Up Even 
When Convicts Were Ill.

London, Aug. 29.—[Copyrighted, 1806, by 
the Press Publishing Company, New York 
World.|—Dr. Thomas Gallagher, the _ so- 
called Irish dynamiter just released from 
Portland prison, sailed for New York from 
Southampton today on the American liner 
St. Paul. His mental condition is scarcely 
better than that of his companion in prison, 
Dr. Whitehead, who, it is probable, com- 
mitted suicide soon after regaining his lib- 
erty through lunacy and despair. 

The American Embassy in London received 
some money from the United States toward 
paying Dr. Gallagher’s expenses to New 
York, but not enough. I understand, how- 
ever, that the English Government made up 
an amount sufficient to secure for him first 
cabin passage. It is stated at the embassy 
that there is not satisfactory proof that 
Whitehead (or Murphy) ever was admitted 
to American citizenship.

At 8:30 a. m. Khalid sent a message to 
British Consul Cave refusing tocomply with 
the terms of the ultimatum. 

At 9% a. m. sharp the British gunboats 
Thrush and Sparrow and the cruiser Ra- 
coon took positions opposite the palace 
ready for action. 

The Glasgow, Zanzibar’s only man-of-war, 
anchored near them. 

Many of the foreign women and children 
here had taken refuge on board the cruiser 
St. George, Admiral Rawson's flagship, and 
the cruiser Philomet, In anticipation of the 
bombardment. 

All the Consuls remained ashore. 

At 9:03 a. m. the British warships began to 
shell the batteries in front of the palace. 

The Glasgow, straightening, engaged the 
Philomet, the Thrush, and the Racoon, and 
was sunk inAhirty minutes. 

At 9:45 a. m. Khalid fled to the Gurman 
Consulate. 

liis flag was shot away and the bombard- 
ment ceased. 

Five hundred of his men had been either 
killed or. wounded. Two of the palace build- 
ings were ruins and the big palace was badly 
damaged. 

The Thrush hit the palace seventy times. 
The gunners of the other shfps were more or 
less effective. 

Many Arabs were buried under the palace 
débris. Thousands of dollars’ worth of 
jewelry was stolen by the natives and sol- 
diers. Many dndiah shops were looted and 
the occupants shot.

FIND A FORTUNE IN DEAD LETTERS. 


‘Lotal Year’s Value of Property Un- 
claimed Is £580,000.

He Refuses Their Gold.

His behavior 
throughout was wholly inconsistent with 
sanity.

Release Causes Much Talk. 


The release of these Irish prisoners, con- 
victed with nineteen others thirteen years 
ago of plotting to simultaneously blow up 
buildings in various cities of England, with 
the certainty of killing unnumbered hun- 
dreds of innocent persons, has made a pro- 
found sensation. 

The Liberal government, under Gladstone 
and Rosebery, doubtless for fear of political 
consequences, refused to liberate them, not- 
withstanding the great pressure from Ire- 
land and the United States. The Conserva- 
tive government does so, however, on the 
ground that it is the universal policy of 
prison departments to release a convict sen- 
tenced for life when it is duly certified that 
his life is endangered by further confinement 
—that is, if the peril is in consequence of im- 
prisonment. 

The controversy in the newspapers over 
the release is angry, it being pointed out by 
objectors (several of them gréat noblemen) 
that it is. strange that four of the dynamiters 
should synchronously and suddenly be found 
to be in that condition, while the prison rec- 
ords show that many ordinary life convicts 


are allowed to die in confinement. 
The charge is almost openly made by Lord 


like Whitehead, of a morbid terror of the 
English authorities, believing they will find 
some fresh charge against him to get him 
back into prison. 

Delaney will be sent to America or Aus- 
tralia as soon as friends can provide the re- 
quired means. Daly is absolutely broken 
down physically. His nervous system has 
utterly collapsed, and he is subject to fits 
of almost maniacal excitement. He has been 
taken to Paris by his brother, who feared 
that if he went home to Ireland and was 
tempted to deliver any public speech its 
character might cause his rearrest and de- 
stroy all chance of liberation. 


Cannot Find Whitehead. 


Whitehead’s imbecile cortlition was de- 
scribed in my cable dispatch to the World 
last Saturday. Iiis tragic disappearance 
from his home at Skibbereen on the night of 
his arrival fully corroborates the World's 
description of his mental state. An ex- 
haustive search fails to disclose him, andthe 
belief is that he is dead or dying in some 
cave along the Bantry coast, demented by a 
fear that he would be taken back to prison. 

The present convict system, which has 
been followed by a great increase in insanity 
among criminals, went into operation in 
1887. The World correspondent asked the 
Secretary of the Prisons Department of the 
Home Office today for a copy of the rules 
governing convicts, but was informed that 
these rules are confidential—have never even 
been presented to Parliament. This official 
added: 

‘But reference to the rules of convict 
prisons would give no accurate idea of the 
treatment accorded to any particular con- 
vict. Such treatment is regulated by his 
physical condition and behavior. The rules 
make a voluminous book, and are applied in 
each individual case in the discretion of the 
Governor and physician of the prison.” 

Authoritative information on the general 
system of treatment of convicts is given in 
a book published by Sir Edmund Du Cane, 
for many years Chairman of the English 
Prisons Board. 

The sentence of penal servitude, such as 
was imposed on the dynamiters, is divided 
into three principal stages, which last nine 
months. The prisoner passes the whole 
time, except a brief period allotted to pray- 
ers and one hour a day to exercise, in a cell 
apart from all the other prisoners, working * 
at some kind of labor. 

In the second stage he sleeps and takes hjs 
meals in a separate cell, but works in asso- 
ciation, under strict supervision. In the 
third stage he is conditionally released from 
prison on a ticket-of-leave. 


Condemned to Silence. 


The prisoner’s mind is thrown upon it- 
self. He is condemned to perpetual silence, 
except when asked a question by a warden. 
He works tncessantly under constant super- 
vision, any slackening pe a wat with 
close confinement on br and Water for 
a spell not exceeding three days in succes- 
sion. 

Throughout the whole period of confine- 


ment male prisoners are not allowed to 
speak to each other under severe penalties. 


But the Irish dynamiters havé incessantly 


complained that, while these punitive re- 
Strictions were “only carried out in spirit 
against ordinary convicts, they were in- 
flicted to the letter on the dynamiters alone. 

Their complaint, to a large extent, was 
proved before a special inquiry. instituted 
in 1800 by direction of the Tory Home Sec- 
retary, Matthews, into their allegations of 
unfair treatment while confined in Chatham 
prison. This inquiry was granted because 
it leaked out that on two separate occa- 
sions Daly was all but fatally poisoned by 
drugs administered to him while ill. The 
poisoning was declared by the committee 
to be accidental, but Daly and other dyna- 
miters always believed it was deliberate, 
because -he had made himself highly ob- 


noxious to all the prison Officials, from gov- 


ernor down. 

The dynamiters gave evidence in great de- 
tall before the committee, furnishing nu- 
merous specific instances of ill-treatment by 
the lower officials, who, they asserted, were 
prejudiced against them because of their 
nationality and the political nature of their 
offense, ' 

[It is a remarkable coincidence that every 
warden against whom any allegation was 
made had been removed to some other prison 
prior to the inquiry. Some were even sent 
abroad. 

System of 1ll-Treatment. 

James Egan, who‘was liberated in 1892 and 
ng now in the United States, testified: 
“There has been a well-organized system 
of ill-treatment from the very moment of 
my reception to the present moment, but 
organized in such a manner that it would 
not be perceived by anybody but the person 
SO ill-treated.” ; 

It was admitted that dynamiters were 
Segregated from the other prisoners, were 
located in a separate part of the prison in 


| 
i 


cells Known as penal cells, and were called 


special prisoners. The governor of the jail 
admitted that this was done to keep them 
under a more rigorous supervision than the 
other criminals. 

This supervision is the most dreaded as- 
pect of convict life, as it enables a harsh or 
ill-disposed warden to keep a prisoner in a 
perpetual ferment of fear and agitation and 
to visit upon him numberless petty punish- 
ments and degradations. In the penal cells, 
the dynamiters allege, they suffered all the 
horrors of an extra detachment, the war- 
dens being told off to watch them and keep 
them unflaggingly at a monotonous work— 
mat or sack making. 

The prison chaplain asserted from his ob- 
servation that unquestionably a large part 
of the prison officials were prejudiced against 
the dynamiters because of their nationality, 
and it was proved that in many cases where 
the dynamiters had made complaint in writ- 
ing to the prison department of specific acts 
of cruelty and tyranny the offending offi- 
cials had been warned or removed by the 
authorities. 

Terrors of the Prison. 


It was shown to the satisfaction of the 
committee that, instead of having ham- 
mocks, as all other prisoners had, the dyna- 


miters had to sleep on plank beds, covered 


with mattresses as hard as boards; that 
instead of the ordinary movable stools they 
had only rough logs fastened tthe floor by 
iron stanchions; that their cells were colder 
than those of the other prisoners, and that 
in the evening the gas light was thrown into 
their cells by means of a reflector, which in- 
juriously affected their sight; that they were 
prevented systematically from sleeping the 
full allowance period by the practice adopted 
by the wardens of slamming the trap-doors 
through which they were inspected every 
half-hour throughout the night and by turn- 
ing the full glare of their lanterns upon the 
prisoners’ eyes until they were thoroughly 
awake; that meals were not served to them 
as to other prisoners; that they got refuse 
ii.stead of bread, and that in a thousand 
different ways, some of them unmentionable 
and incredible if proof were not forthcom- 
ing, the rigors and the terrors of a convict 
prison were greatly intensified for them by 
their jailers. 

Some of the dynamiters’ allegations were 
not sustained by evidence, but enough was 
proved to move the government to order 
their transfer to Portland prison, where they 
have been since then without finding any 
fault for special complaint. 

According to the report of the committee 
mentioned, Dr. Gallagher first showed symp- 
toms of insanity as far back as ios7, and 
as the doctor insisted that he was only 
feigning madness. Gallagher incurred six- 
teen different punishments. 

He became worse, was afflicted with con- 
tant vomiting, which lasted for months and 
which the prison doctor declared to be vol- 
untary. 

Shattered His Health. 


The symptoms of insanity became more 
prenounced, and a government specialist 
was called in. He reported that Gallagher 
was simulating madness. Gallagher was 
repeatedly punished, until from vomiting, 
which continued without intermittance, and 
low diet during his punishments, he became 
reduced to such a debilitated condition that 
he had to be put in thehospital. The indica- 
tions, which the specialist declared were 
simulated, steadily became more and more 
acceltuated, and at the end of thirteen years 
he has been released on the admitted ground 
that his reason is gone,-and his physical 
health is so shattered that continued im- 
prisonment would cause death. 

The ratio of insanity in the population of 
yreat Britain ts 8 in 10,000, but the ratio fn 
the ordinary convicts, who have undergone 
less punishment than the dynamiters, is 
226 in 10,000, while of the twenty-one dyna- 
miters subjected to penal servitude, four are 
known to be mentally enfeebled by their 
treatment, a higher percentage than among 
ordinary crintinals. 

The scandal exposed by thelr release prob- 
ably will lead to a further revision of the 
English penal system.

Canadian to perfection. 


BANDERAS CROSSES THE TROCHA. 


Spanish Troops Must Explain Their

Madrid, Aug. 29.—A dispatch for Havana 
says the insurgents commanded by Quinton 
Banderas succeeded in piercing the trocha 
at Mariel. They passed through the cordon 
drawn across the Island of Cuba west of 
Havana and an inquiry will be opened for the 
purpose of ascertaining how the Spanish 
failed to prevent them from crossing the 
line.

Italy and Brazil.

The Italians are very sore about the sys- 

tematic abuse to which their emigrant !a- 
borers have been subjected in the south of 
France, and the lynchings in Louisiana have 
also made a deep impression. Nothing 
could be done as against France or the 
United States, but Brazil is a different mat- 
ter, and no doubt a display of vigorous activ- 
ity on the part of the Italian Government 
would be very popular. It is hardly likely 
to proceed, however, beyond the safe limits 
ot diplomatic representations. 

Chamberlain’s Visit to America. 


Mr. Chambertain’s trip to the United States 
took even soime of his ministerial colleagues 
by surprise. This is not necessarily signifi- 
cant, for, with the close of the session, min- 
isters are as free as others to form their 
own holiday plans. But the impression pre- 
vails that it was a rather sudden departure 
and may easily have business in it., Nat- 
urally the Venezuelan affair suggests itself 
as a motive, but it is pretty safe tossay that 
if Mr. Chamberlain intends to inquire into 
this matter he will do it on his own initiative 
Yather than at the request of the Foreign 
Office. Lord Salisbury is not engaged to 
any large extent in providing his Colonial 
Gecretary with opportunities to shine in 
Giplomatic fields as well.

The notable reception 
ven to Lord Russell's speech by the whole 
Otish press, the provincial papers being 
even more solidly enthusiastic over it than 
those of London, fixes the English public 
attitude plainly enough, while the remarks 
of Lord Salisbury and Mr. Balfour commit 
the Englisn Government almost as clearly to 
cordial friendliness in arranging the whole

In other matters, too, English sentiment 
. has becomealmost unanimous. People won- 
der here how much longer America is to

IRISH LAND LAW.

THAT NEW 


What Has Been Accomplished by the 
Old Gladstone Land Acts. 

New York Sun: That the new land act 
will offer to Irish tenants increased facili- 
ties for the purchase of their holdings is 
well known, but the friends of Ireland on 
this sidé of the Atlantic would also like to 
learn how much has already been effected 
by the several preceding measures intended 
for the improvement of agrarian conditions. 
The desired information is set forth in the 
report of the Irish Land Commission for 
the year ending March 31, 1896. This com- 
mission, it will be remembered, was created 
by the Gladstone land act of 1881, and at 
first its principal function was the judicial 
determination of fair rents; but by subse- 
quent legislation it has been invested with 
powers to advance certain amounts of 
money for the purpose of converting tenants 
into peasant proprietors. L 

It appears that the entire number of rents 
fixed by the commission from the passing 
of the land acts of 1SS1 and 1887 to March 
31, 1896, was 303,243. The total rental 
dealt with was upward of $31,500,000, .and 
the aggregate judicial rent fixed in lieu 
thereof was a little less than $25,000,000. 
The result was a reduction of 20.9 per cent 
over the entire island. To that extent, then, 
is has been judicially established that the 
Irish tenants, Whose cases were examined, 
had been the victims of extortion. Never 
was there a more conclusive justification of 
a political movement than this part of the 
work of the commission has afforded of the 
rightfulness of the Irish Land League. 
Now for the operation of the provisions 
for land purchase. We learn that since the 
passing of the land purchase act of 18/1 the 
Commissioners have received 10,885 appli- 
cations for loans aggregating $17,070,000 and 
they. have issued 6,761 loans for $11,180,000. 
Thé proportions in which the applications 
come from the four provinces of Ireland 
may be exemplified by the figures for the 
last twelvemonth. Inthe year ending March 
31, 1896, the whole number of applications 
was 1,502, for advances aggregating $2,)1,- 
375. Of these Ulster sent 753, for $643,740: 
Leinster, 239, for $636,510: Connaught, 13), 
for $186,375; and Munster, 391, for $1,034,750. 
To these applicants the Commissioners made 
1,461 loans, amounting collectively to $2,271,- 
280.

BRITISH FEAR THE TURK. 


RESIDENTS ALONG THE BOSPHORUS 
AFRAID OF AN ATTACK.

Constantinople, Aug. W)—Great uneasi- 
ness prevails among the British residents of 
the villages on the shores of Bosphorus, 
where a number of hunted Armenians have 
sought refuge. It is feared that their houses 
will be attacked. 

Mr. Michael Herbert, the British Charge 
d’Affaires, has ordered the British guard- 
ship Dryad to receive all families desiring 
protection, and any British vessel in port 
may be requisitioned in case of necessity. 

There is also much anxiety in the suburbs, 
where’ many Europeans having Armenian 
servants are affaid of being attacked. 

The American college at Hissar and the 
Bible House at Stamboul are guarded by 
troops. The United States Minister, Mr. 
Alexander W. Terrell, visited Hissar yes- 
terday to ascertain if the Americans were 
safe. His visit had a reassuring effect, and 
the Chief of Police of Hissar told Mr. Ter- 
rell that all measures had been taken to pre- 
serve order. 

The —— quarter is quieter today, but 
all the shops are closed and no Armenians 
are to be seen in the streets, which are pa- 
trolled by troops. 3

MACEO’S ENVOY TO MAXIMO GOMEZ. 


Seeks Information as to the Death of 
His Brother. 

Havana, Aug. 29.—Miguel Varona, aide- 
de-camp of Antonio Maceo, arrived at Pu- 
erto Principe on Saturday last, being de- 
tailed to see Maximo Gomez. Varona was 
the bearer of letters from Maceo requesting 
Gomez to give the former the real facts con- 
cerning the death of his brother, José Maceo. 
Antonio Maceo is understood to be much dis- 
turbed at the different versions of José’s 
death. 

A decree has been published to the effect 
that the bank bills forced into the transac- 
tion of business by the authority of the gov- 
ernment recently should be utilized for the 
Bourse and for merchants and bankers, but 
these bills are to be used asa temporary cir- 
culating medium only. It is not intended 
that business installments or deferred pay- 
ment shall be arranged for in these bills at 
the present time.

WHAT LONDON SOCIETY TALKS OF. 
Victoria, the Czar, Sir Robert Peel, and 
Astors Are Discussed. 

London, Aug. 20.—The last week has been 
a social blank. Every one of importance 
who is not enjoying a visit to the resorts of 
the continent is either shooting grouse on 
the moors, deer stalking on the hills, or pre- 
paring for the partridge shooting which 
opens Sept..1. London is bereft of royalty 
and the members of the royal family will 
remain scattered wntil the reunion at Bal- 
moral early in October to welcome the Czar 
and Czarina. The Queen starts on Tuesday 

for Balmoral. 

The visit of the Czar and Czarina to En- 
gland is a family affair, but, nevertheless, 
it is no secret that the Marquis of Salis- 
bury’s visit to Osborne on Wednesday last 
was due to the anxiety of the Queen to be 
fully posted on the foreign officers’ views as 
to the Anglo-Russian policy, so as not to 
make any mistake in the event of the Czar’s 
convocation trenching upon high politics. 

One of the topics of conversation is the 
melodramatic rupture of’ Sir Robert Peel’s 
week-old engagement to Ella, daughter of 
Lord Ashton, It has set the tongue of so- 
ciety wagging rapidly and has called forth 
the publication in the Daily News of which 


Lord Ashton is part owner, of a statement : 


announcing that the engagement was un- 
authorized and that there is not the remotest 
possibility of such a marriage taking place. 
It is now reported that the rupture was 
eaused by the fiancée’s receipt of a letter 
from a woman who was a friend of Mrs. 
Langtry and Abingdon-Baird, The young 
woman, it appears, showed ihis letter to 
her father and the latter promptly gave Sir 
Robert Peel, who was staying at Ryelands, 
his congé. 

The lovers first met a month ago, and it 
was a case of love at first sight. Sir Robert 
Peel invited Lady Ashton and Miss Ella to 
Brayton, and on the third day of their visit 
he proposed and was accepted. Lord Ashton 
consented to the engagement and promised 
to supplement Sir Robert Peel’s income of 
£5,000 by giving his daughter £15,000 yearly. 

The discussion of the rumor of the possible 
marriage of Mr. William Waldorf Astor to 
Princess Victoria of Wales has been re- 
opened by a leading society journal, which 
regards the match as quite possible, saying 
it will give the greatest satisfaction to all 
intelligent people in the English-speaking 
world, adding: ‘‘ There has been more than 
one royal marriage in Europe during the 
last few years which was not so promising 
as would be the marriage of the daughter of 
a future King to a man of good physical at- 
tributes and moral commercial character. 
and who, under such circumstances, would 
speedily be promoted to a Dukedom.”

Minister ‘Rerrell at Constan- 
tinople has not transmitted further advices 
than those of Thursday... Officials at the 
State Department feel that American inter- 
ests are protected by the presence of the 
cruisers San Francisco and Marblehead in 
the Mediterranean waters. The San Fran- 
cisco is at Alexandretta and the Marblehead 
at Genoa. The Minneapolis also belongs to 
this fleet and can be brought from Queens- 
town on short notice. 

The riotous situation at Constantinople has 
renewed the attention of officials to the de- 
sirability of having the United States rep- 
resented by a warship nearer Constantino- 
ple, within easy reach. 

There is an unverified story about the 
State and Navy Departments to the effect 
that an understanding has been reached be- 
tween the Sultan and the United Statesthat 
this government shall be allowed to havea 
vessel within the Dardanelles. 


FIRING ON UNARMED ARMENIANS, 


Victims of the Constantinople Out- 
break Exceed 2,000. 

Paris, Aug. 29.—The Temps this afternoon 
publishes a dispatch from Constantinople, 
filed on Friday evening, saying: 

** At the present moment sanguinary fight- 
ing is taking place in the chief street of Con- 
stantinople. The troops are firing on un- 
armed Armenians. 

“The victims of the outbreak exceed 
2,000. 

‘“*Scores of dead have been thrown into 
the sea in order to avoid the trouble of bury- 
ing the bodies. 

“The British Chargé d’Affaires has re- 
fused the request of the Sultan to withdraw 
the guards of British marines, sayirfg he can- 
not do so until the disorders here are thor- 
oughly quelled. 

“* Of the Armenians who were seized in 
the Ottoman Bank five were killed and five 
were wounded in the bank. They all came 
from abroad. The fifteen survivors have 
heen sent to Marseilles, the British and 
I’rench warships seeing the Messagerie liner 
safely off.’’ 


ORDER OUT THE BRITISH MARINES. 


Force Landed to Protect Foreigners 
in Constantinople. 

London, Aug. 29.—The Foreign Office has 
received dispatches from Mr. Michael 
Herbert, the British Chargé d’Affaires at 
Constantinople. 

The officials there have declined to com- 
municate their text to the newspapers for 
the present. But it was today declaréd that 
they confirmed _§ the dispatches de- 
scribing ‘the situation, which is said 
to be about as bad as it can be. British 
sailors and marines have been landed to 
protect the Embassy of Great Britain, the 
British Consulate, and the British ‘Post- 
office. 

The Mussulmans attacked the Armenians 
and committed all kinds of excesses. 


WILHELM AND WALES ARE AT OUTS. 


Exchange Unfriendly Telegrams Over 
the Yachting Accident. 

London, Aug. 29.—It is reported that Em- 
peror William and the Prince of Wales have 
been exchanging telegrams of an unfriendly 
character relative to the fatality in the So- 
lent by which Baron von Zedtwitz lost his 
life in a collision between his yacht Isolde 
and Bmperor’s Willlam’s yacht Meteor. The 
Emperor is inquiring into the affair on his 
own account.

‘‘One reason for thinking that Mr. Mc- 
Kinley will win,” says its editor, “‘is that 
the rich all over the United States are 
against Mr. Bryan and they have had 
months for making preparations to safe- 
guard themselves against danger.” 

Meanwhile the Westminster Gazette is 
printing letters from English holders of 
Western American mortgages, suggesting 
the general consent of such mortgage hold- 
ers on this side of the Atlantic to voluntarily 
reduce their interest charges, because the 
mortgagers are now unable to pay. 

“'The Western farmer,” says one writer, 
“ owns and cultivates’"his own land, Start- 
ing out with $1,000, he borrows $1,000 more 
and buys a farm. No more honest and in- 
dustrious man lives than this sturdy land 
proprietor. Father, mother, and children 
all work in the fields together, anxioug to 
clear off the mortgage und improve their 
homestead. 

“But falling pfices have compelled 
this unfortunate man to give twice 
as much coin in payment of =~4his 
taxes, interest, and fixed chargce, 
aud the result of a year’s hard work is that 
loss, debt, and despair settle down on that 
humble home, and hope gives place to rage. 

“The farm is now not worth the amount 


s of the mortgage, and the farmer becomes a 


Populist, a silver man, or anything else that 
politicians tell him may help him. The poor 
fellow cannot pay his interest at present 
prices, and he curses the man to whom the 
debt is due; he throws up his farm and leaves 
ft to the mortgagee, as the directors of tne 
Anglo-American mortgage companies can 
testify to their sorrow. 

“ If aman on the land cannot make it pay, 
how will the English mortgage holder fare? 
If, om the other hand, the rate of interest 
was temporarily reduced—not carried for- 
ward as arrears—the farmer could struggle 
slong until better times, for a man loves his 
home and will work for it, and even some 
times fight for it.

campaign Committee Will Issue 2,000,- 
000 Paniphiets Containing the 
Major's Masterpiece Here, the Con- 
tracts for Printing Having Already 
Been Let—New York Branch to Pub- 
lish 1,000,000 More—An Equal Num- 
ber in Foreign Languages. 


The National committee had received and 
placed on file up to 4o0’clock yesterday after- 
noon orders for 1,000,000 copies of Maj. Mc- 
Kinley’s letter of acceptance. The New 
York branch was authorized to print that 
Perry Heath made contracts with 
two printing offices here to turn out 1,000,- 
goo copies each. -All of these are to be print- 
ed in the English language. Another mill- 


fon copies will be gotten out soon in the dif- 


ferent foreign languages. 

It has been found necessary to establish 
a postoffice at headquarters. It was opened 
yesterday with J. Craig Fisher of Anderson, 
Ind., in charge. The mail that comes in now 
brings an average of 1,000 letters a day. 
Twice that number go out. 

At a meeting of the Executive committee 
it was decided that hereafter all requests 
for Hterature addressed.to the Republican 
National committee and coming from indi- 
yiduals, from city and county committees, 
clubs, and local organizations, will be re- 
ferred to the State Centralcommittee. This 
action is made necessary by the enormous 
number of applicatiOns received daily for 
literature, aggregating probably 5,000 or 
6,000, and the confusion caused in the ship- 
ping department. ¢ 

All requests for literature published by the 
Republican National committee must be ad- 
dressed to Chairmen or Secretaries of State 
Central committtes, and all those now on 
hand at the headquarters and those received 
in the future from all persons and organiza- 
tions other than State Central committees 
will be referred to State organizations for 
action. ; 

Results of a Month. 

One month of campaign work shows a 
decided change in the political situation. 
The trend of sentiment at present is un- 
questionably strongly in favor of McKinley, 
sound money, andsprotection. At least, this 
is, in brief, the-opinion entertained at Re- 
publican national headquarters. 

“There is no question,” said Henry C. 
Payne, “that the outlook four weeks ago 
was dark and somewhat discouraging. We 
were compelled to face a condition of things 
whicn few Republicans appreciated. The 
advocates of free silver have been preparing 
to make a desperate fight for more than two 
years. They have been scattering their 
literature broadcast among the farmers 
throughout all this Western country. 

“Because of the fact that nothing had 


bs been done by the opponents of free coinage 


-towns and villages, 


at a ratio of 16 to 1 the seed sown had 
taken root more extensively than was gen- 
erally supposed. In my judgment, had the 
election been held thirty days ago we would 
have been defeated. It is different snow. 
The work done by this committee and all 
of the various State committees has given 
the silverites a backset from which they will 
not be able to recover. 

“While they had become strongly Infected 
with the disease, our people were open to 
argument. They sought information on the 
money question. We found them ready to 
be convinced that a cheap currency would 
not promote, their best interests. It was 
easy to reach the workingmen in cities and 
and I am satisfied now 
that from 75 to 8U per cent of this class are 
with us. 

* It. was not so easy to get at the farmers. 
It took some little time to circu‘’ate our 
literature among them. Only within the 
last few days have we begun to receive re- 
ports as to the effect. I am pleased to say 
that these reports are most gratifying. 

** However, the danger line has not been 
passed yet. In some agricultural States we 
find the free silver sentiment so strongly 
intrenched that the voters are slow about 
declaring which ticket they will support. 
The most troublesome sections at this time 
seem to be in Michigan, Ohio, Iowa, and 


~ Nebraska, There is no longer any question 


about Illinois. Indiana is all right. I do 
not see under the condition of things down 
there how the Republican Electors in Ken- 
tucky can be defeated. 


Ohio Reported Backward. 


“ Ohio appears to be backward for the rea- 
son that the State committee has not been 
doing much work. They seem to have an 
idea that the great popularity of Maj. Mc- 
Kinley will be sufficient to carry the State 
without the party making niuch of a cam- 
paign. The only reason for doubting the 
result in Iowa is based upon failure to getan 
expression from many of the farmers. 

“ They have a friendly feeling towards the 
silver cause, but whether it is strong enough 
for them to desert the Republican party 
with all other principles and support the 
Popocratic heresies for the sake of free 
coinage is something we have not been able 
definitely to ascertain.

Chairman ’ Jones, Secretary Walsh, and 
others in authority at the Popocratic head- 
quarters stoutly denied yesterday that there 
was any thought of removing the national 
headquarters from this city. 

“It is perfectly absurd and without a 
Shadow of*truth,”’ said the Chairman, with 
some show of indignation, while Secretary 
Walsh did not attempt to conceal his in- 
dignation over what he termed a “ sense- 
less and malicious report.” 

‘We are going to enlarge our headquar- 
ters to the extent of three or four rooms 
next week. Does that look as though we 


were contemplating their removal from this 


city?” he asked rather warmly. 

In spite of these emphatic denials there {s 
every reason to believe the subject has been 
seriously considered, and for that matter 
is still under serious consideration.

DEMOCRATIC MARCHERS ORGANIZE 
FOR SOUND MONEY. 


Initial Enrollment of Three Hundred 
Secured in a Few Minutes—All the 
Members Are Going to Indianapolis 
as Guests of Col, John 8. Cooper, 
Who Is Made President of the Or- 
ganization—Steps Looking to Incor- 
poration to Be Taken at Once. 


A new Cook County Democratic Marehing 
club has been organized, and no man can be- 
come a member without pledging himself to 
vote for sound money. 

A meeting was held at the headquarters of 
the Central committee, No. 119 La Salle 
street, last evening, for the purpose of mak- 
ing arrangements to attend the Indianapolis 
convention, F. 8, Peabody presided. He 
introduced Col. John 8S. Cooper, who madea 
Statement which was received with great 
applause, and the proceedings that followed 
aroused much enthusiasm. Col. Cooper said 
he would take all those who were present to 
Indianapolis, provided they appeared in the 
regulation uniform, which consists of black 
clothes, silk hat, white necktie, white gloves, 
and an umbrella. He will furnish sleeping 
cars and transportation, as well as a band 
of music, a‘stand of colors, and a banner. 

His proposition was unanimously accepted 
and the list of those who signed to make the 
trip includes 289 names, 

It was decided then and there to form a 
new marching club. The decision was at 
once carried into effect by the election of Col. 
Cooper, as President and Marshal; James 
J. Townsend, Vice-President; and John W. 
Brown, Quartermaster. The President was 
instructed to appoint a committee of five, 
with authority to perfect plans for a perma- 
nent organization, secure incorporation pa- 
pers, and prepare by-laws and constitution 
to be submitted to the club ata future meet- 
ing. 

A resolution was unanimously adopted to 
the effect that none but sound money Demo- 
crats shall become members of the organiza- 
tion, and all those who were there at the 
time pledged themselves to vote the sound 
money ticket from top to bottom. This mo- 
tion was carried with a round of applause.

| SWAMPS OF THE ORINOCO 


WHERE FEROCIOUS ANIMAL LIFE 
RESTS UNDISTURBED BY MAN. 


This South American Region Is Almost 

Unparalleled for Its Numbers of 

yy enomous Serpents, Wild Animals, 

and y Poisonous Insects—Frequent 

Inundations Fail to Dislodge Them 

~New and Strange Species of Birds 
and Fishes. 


ROF. H. H. RUSBY, who was a mem- 
ber of an expedition sent to explore a 
concession of the Venezuelan Govern- 
ment, supposed to include about 10,- 
000,000 acres, to the Manoa company [Lim- 
ited], which has been transferred to the 
Orinico company, has contributed to the 
Alumni Journal of the College of Pharmacy 
of the City of New Yorka preliminary sketch 
of the work of exploration which was done 
last spring. This grant includes in general 
terms the territory extending from near the 
western or upper limits of the delta of the 
Orinoco to the coast, including by its north- 
ern boundary several of the islands of the 
delta, and extending southward to the crest 
of the Imataca Mountains. It is said to 
have been indicated by Humboldt as the 
most favorable and promising region for 
colonization which he had seen during his 
travels in South America. 

The Orinoco, Prof. Rusby says, is divided 
by a narrow portion near Bolivar into the 
Upper and Lower Orinoco. This locality is 
known as the Angostura (meaning the nar- 
rows), and from this term we get the name 
of the bark ceming from that region. The 
islands of the deita have never been explored. 
Aside from the properly recognized islands, 
which are gaumerous, there are many smalli- 
er ones, which during the dry season are 
either a portion of the mainland or separated 
from it only by swamps. 

The inland swamps among these higher 
portions form a striking feature. of the 
region. Some of them are permanent, while 
others appear only upon the annual rise, 
for after the water has reached a certain 
point and the banks begin to be overflowed 
every additional foot of rise means the inun- 
dation of hundreds of square miles of low 
land. The higher, or perhaps it would be 
more expressive'to say the less low, of these 
lands are covered with forests, those species 
which can best endure the inundation suc- 
cessively giving place to others as one 
ascends, so that to the practiced eye of the 
forester the altitude of a given spot can be 
determined within a very few feet by the 
character of its trees. The lower lands— 
* savannahs "—are covered with grass and 
sedge, interspersed with clumps of shrub- 
bery, while still lower they are inhabited by 
partial or complete aquatics. 

Over such a savannah, says Prof. Rusby, 
they hunted dryshod upon one day, but 
found it upon the following covered by from 
six to eighteen inches of water, through 
which the serpents, in incredible numbers, 
scurried in all directions as they waded 
about among the bushes. The streams which 
run through these marshes, or rather stand 
among them, for there is scarcely any mo- 
tion of the water perceptible, are astonish- 
ingly deep, even during the dry season. Yet 
from the greatest depths aquatic grasses, 
sedges, and other plants will frequently 
arise so thickly as to convert the surface 
int) an apparent meadow and tw render the 
passage cf a canoe tirough them extremely 
difficult or even impcssible. 

The succession of these swamps and 
lagoons beyond end among the elevated 
spots standing back from the river appears 
literminable to those who endeavor to pass 
them, and one hill after another is reached 
only to discover beyond a region to cross 
which will tax to the uttcrmost the ingenuity 
and endurance of the party. Yetit must not 
be cunsidered that the country, as a whole, 
is for this reason e¢itier impassable or unin- 
Labitable. Reyond al) these difficulties stand 
the smiling muountains, with cool and in- 
vigorating climate, pure and beautiful 
streams, in all prebabiity an almost com- 
plete freedom from the insect pests of the 
low land, with noble forests and lovely 
flowers and a paradise of birds, among which 
those of gorgeous plumage are abundantly 
varied by others cf charming song, and with 
instances not altogether lacking in which 
both these charms ure combined in the 
same individual. 

Inundations Are Frequent. 

Near the coast there are very large tracts 
which are inundated at every flood tide and 
left bare and muddy by the ebb. In these 
regions the houses which exist are raised 
above the tidal mud and connected by ele- 
vated log or plank walks, nothing but water 
being in sight when the tide is up. In spite 
of the double inundation each day these 
tracts are heavily forested, apparently more 
than half of the individual trees and shrubs 
in the region which Prof. Rusby visited near 


- 


Cariapa being palms. Probably the most 
troublesome of such plants in certain dis- 
tricts are the reclining Sclerias and other 
Cyperaceous species, whose toothed edges 
catch upon even the smoothest surfaces, and 
may cut to the bone the finger which sweeps 
suddenly across them. Prof. Rusby adds: 


Terrors of the Insects, 

“The term ‘ ferocious’ will perhaps char- 
acterize the faunal life more fully t any 
other single word can do. Nowhere else 
have I ever seen the animal life so fully pro- 
vided for offense and defense as here. This 
Statement applies to every class of the ani- 
mal kingdom, but with special force to its 
smaller members. The tigers and tiger cats, 
notwithstanding that they were frequent 
visitors to the camp, entering the tent, and 
even during the last few nights of my stay 
the house itself, will endeavor to escape 
from man on most occasions, but the fleas, 
jiggers, golofas, goropatas, and mosquitoes 
know neither fear nor rest in the region 
where we spent the most of our time. 

* Reference has already been made to the 
abundance of serpents as seen when they are 
disturbed by the inundation of their mead- 
ows. The forests are equally full of them. 
We would encounter them in the pathway; 
they climbed upon the treés and bushes, es- 
pecially those overhanging the water; they 
were constant visitors to the camp, entering 
the tent or house, and they even lived in 
numbers in the palmleaf thatch. Nine coral 
snakes were removed in replacing the roof 
of the house next adjoining ours. 

“‘ An erroneous idea exists as to the harm- 
lessness of the alligator, and it is strange 
that this should have been largely promoted 
by writers on natural history. Not only are 
these creatures large and numerous about 
the delta, but they are very ferocious, and, 
especially during the hatching season, they 
are not slow in attacking man. Even the 
smaller members of the lizard family are 
in some cases reported venomous and cer- 
tainly do not lack the disposition to attack 
human beings, as we ascertained by personal 
observation. No one is, of course, surprised 
to find ferocity among the reptilia, but it 
does appear strange to see the birds armed 
with sharp and powerful spikes upon the 
wings and even with horns upon the head. 
Although the latter may not be used for of- 
fense, the former certainly are, and consti- 
tute very formidable weapons. Birds of prey 
are exceedingly numerous in this region and 
have good reason for being well armed, for 
the objects of their attention ‘are in many if 
not in most cases fitted for making a des- 
perate resistance. 

* Although these visible evidences of war- 
fare are so conspicuous about the Lower 
Orinoco, it is beyond the reach of our ordi- 
nary observation, within the various waters 
of this strange region, that the most des- 
perate conflicts are waged. Surely nothing 
can exceed in interest the combination of 
provisions for rapid and changing movement 
and of offensive and defensive armament 
possessed by the animals of the streams and 
pools. The maricot, the principal food fish 
there found, has a pair of tusks like those 
of the wild boar, some two Inches in length, 
sharp and powerful, and these are supple- 
mented by a set of powerful molars for heavy 
grinding. The ‘ scissors fish’ has a cutting 
under edge-te its pectoral fin, which closes 
down by a succession of notches, each hold- 
ing the cutter at the point reached by 
each successive muscular’ contraction. 
The waters swarm withelectric eels, 
though these are not nearly 80 
dangerous as are generally believed. 
The caribfish, or piranhau, with interlocking 
triangular teeth, massive head and jaws, 
and a ferocity which for vigor and persist- 
ence is equaled only by that of the bulidog 
in the entire animal kingdom, swarms in 
most of the pools and renders death prac- 
tically certain to any one obliged to make 
his way by swimming for any considerable 
distance in a pool where they abound.”

Revell’s September Sale. 
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MOST discriminate review and one 
of singular clarity regarding the 
Bayreyth Festival, now ccncluded, is 
published. in the London Chronicle. 
Instead of attacking the management after 
the blind fashion which appears more or 
less an affair of conventional propriety in 
Germany, and which, in some measure, has 
been aped in this country by writers who 
were not in attendance at Bayreuth, tne 
review in question contains a calm analysis 
of the situation. Statements are made and 


reasons given for them. 

One of the foremost, and singularly free 
of general comment, is the scarcity of good 
orchestral material in Germany, to which, in 
common with other organizations, the short- 
comings of the Bayreuth orchestra are due. 
‘Coping through conscientious effort with 
this disadvantage, as well as with the one 
of a scarcity of contemporary German sing- 
ers of high merit, the Bayreuth management 
seems singularly fortunate in the outcome. 

Speaking of orchestra! musicians and their 
immigration to other shores because of be- 
ing so ill-paid in the fatherland the review- 
er says: , 

‘The Bayreuth orchestra is famous—al- 
most world-famous; yet it may well be 
doubted whether it is half so fine, half so 
resonant, brilliant, and responsive as the 
instrument provided by Mr. Schultz-Curtius 
-for Mottl, or by Mr. Vert for Richter, when 
those conductors come to London. Even if 
the players were equal to the London play- 
ers—which they are not—the fact remains 
that twenty or thirty German fiddles will 
not produce the rich and, if the word may 
be used, shining tone that our players get 
from their expensive and often rare instru- 
ments by the great old Italian masters 
Orchestral players are so poorly paid in Ger- 
many that expensive instruments are out 
of the question, and as, moreover, the best 
players drift to London as soon as possible, 
the poor instruments are left to the poorest 
players. The same is true to an extent of 
the wood and brass, though not to the 
same extent.”’ 

After. dwelling. upon the shortcomings of 
the component instruments of the Bayreuth 
band this statement is made: 
“I wish to notice all weaknesses—and it 
will be admitted that I have noticed plenty— 
to make the point that with very second- 
rate material, and in spite of the shortcom- 
ings and accidents inseparable from second- 
rate material, Bayreuth does, on the whole, 
get satisfactory and often splendid results, 
and gets them by the same artistic-con- 
science, devotion, perseverance, and high 
artistic skill by which fine stage effects are 
got by attention to the minor details of stage 
management.”

And again: 
“To sum up, then: In spite of much un- 
promising material, in spite of adverse in- 
fluences within and without, Bayreuth does 
secure performances which are, on the 
whole, better, more impressive, than any 
other opera-house can secure, by dint of 
unity of purpose, and that purpose a good 
one—to carry out the composer’s intentions 
It is in this respect that 
London has much—nay, everything—to learn 
of Bayreuth; and if I have insisted on Bay- 
reuth’s shortcomings I have done so mainly 
to show what it Is we have to learn. We 
have better singers and better players than 
Bayreuth; we could quite easily get better 
scenery. But we efitirely lack reverence 
for the composers whose works we mangle, 
and this Is as true in the case of Covent Gar- 
den as it is in the cas® 6? the Philharmonic 
Society. Just as the Philharmonic Society 
shirks rehearsal and gives renderings of 
masterpieces which fail, not because the 
main points are wrongly done, but because 
every detail is neglected, so at Covent Gar- 
den the performances have often been thor- 
oughly unsatisfactory, not because the great 
songs and duets were badly done, but be- 
cause here a light did not go out at the right 
moment, because there a scene fell over, 
because there again one saw a stage carpen- 
ter flying as for his life as the curtain rose, 
or because in another scene some one left 
a huge pair of steps in mid-stage. Ina word, 
we have two things to learn from Bayreuth 
—faith enough in the composer to think that 
he meant something by every bar of his 
music and by every stage direction, and rev- 
erence enough to render every bar and fol- 
low every direction with concentrated atten- 
tion. If we were but faithful in these small

From still another English writer this is 


the point of view: 

“So far as England is concerned, Bay- 
reuth continues to gain adherents, for I 
learn from Mr. Schultz-Curtius, the London 
agent for the festivals, that the record of 
former years has again been beaten, and 
that Great Britain has sent to the Francon- 
ian town a larger number of pilgrims than 
ever. Faced by this fact, one must needs 
realize that the once-despised ‘ Wagner- 
ism’ is extending rather than withdrawing 
its influence over English amateurs, and 
that something but little short of a violent 
new departure in music must take place be- 
fore the spell is broken. Whether or not 
that change will come upon the present gen-' 
eration of music-lovers, and whether it will 
take the form of advance or retreat, who 
shall say? I, for one, have no intention of 
embarking upon an ocean of vague prophecy. 
Enough for the moment, that Wagner isa 
power seriously to be reckoned with, that 
his greatness is no longer denied even by 
those whose faith is not absolute, and that at 
Bayreuth one finds circumstances com- 
bining, as they combine nowhere else, to 
give his works their finest and most com- 
plete interpretation.”

In the August number of Cosmopolis there 
is an article in German on Wagner,-or, more 
properly speaking, a collection of letters 
written by the composer to their present 
compiler, Mme. von Meysenbug. 

Wagner has written so much of himself 
and of his work that this latest contribution 
contains little that is of freshinterest. Had 
the connecting reminiscences been less re- 
served there is, for points clearly imply it, 
no doubt that Mme. von Meysenbug could 
have managed to make her contribution 
more interesting. 

She gives a glimpse of her first meeting 
with Wagner in London, when she attended 
concerts of the Philharmonic season under 
his direction, listened to his discussion of 
Schopenhauer at the house of a friend, and 
chronicled his manner even to the most 
ardent of his English admirers on that oc- 
casion as one of cool indifference. 

At a subsequent meeting in Paris in 1859 
he frankly alluded to his ill-humor on the 
evening in question, attributing it with truly 
artistic inconsequence solely to the English 
fog. At that period the writer became a 
constant visitor at Wagner’s home. Pe- 
cuniary assistance, to which she aided him 
at that unfortunate point in his career, more 
firmly established the existing friendship, 
and resulted.in letters extending from that 
time to July 1, 1867, when fortune grew ofa 
more favorable turn. 

While, as has been said, these letters of 
Wagner throw no fresh light upon his career 
they serve at least to accentuate that which 
has already been told. 

A glimpse of reminiscence Mme. von Mey- 
senbug allows herself, and tells of the first 
orchestral rehearsal for ‘* Tannhiuser” 
that the musicians gave vent to jubilant en- 
thusiasm at the close of the sextet which 
ends the first act, and that Wagner sat far 
into the night full of happy anticipation 
soon to be destroyed, giving his conception 
of the characters in the opera, especially the 
Elizabeth. Instead of detailing what he 
said, Mme. von Meysenjug—whose physical 
rather than spiritual hunger appears to have 
been dominant—thoughtfully tells that she 
accompanied Wagner and his wife, the first 
Mme. Wagner, to supper. But with a 
thoughtfulness still more commendabie she 
refrains from citing the bill of fare. Which, 
after all, reminds one that the most unsatis- 
factory of reminiscences might be still worse.

BRYAN’S FAULTY RtASONING. 

One of the reasons Bryan gives for pro- 
fessing to believe that the free coinage 
silver dollar and the gold dollar will come 
together finally and be of the same value 
is that the demand for the former for debt- 
paying purposes—to swindle creditors with 
—will enhance its value, while the lessened 
demand for the latter will decrease its value. 
To use his language: - 
If the debtor exercises the option it is reason- 
&ble to suppose that he will pay in the cheaper 
metal if one metal is perceptibly cheaper than 
the other; but the demand thus created for the’ 
cheaper meta) will raise its price, while the les- 
eened demand for the dearer metal will lower its 
price. 


country. It failed to work on both occa- 
sions. From 1792 to 1834 the debtor had 
the option to pay in silver or gold. The 
former was the cheaper metal—the silver 
dollar was less valuable than the gold dollar 
—and hence all debtors paid in silver. 

But the assumed increased demand for 
the cheaper doilar and the decreased de- 
mand for the dearer dollar did not make 
the one more valuable or the other less so. 
They remained persistently two or three 
cents apart in value. Nobody used the gold 
dollar, either to’ pay debts with or to make 
purchases with. There was no demand for 
gold, and yet it retained its value. 

Between 1834 and 1873 the conditions 
were reversed. Gold was the cheaper metal 
under the new ratio. That is, the gold dol- 
lar was worth less than the silver dollar. 
Alldebtors had the option which they should 
pay in, and they chose gold. Nobody paid 
his debts with silver dollars or made pur- 
chases with them. They did not circulate. 
Yet the ** demand for the cheaper metal,” 
gold, did not raise its price, nor did the lack 
of a demand for silver reduce the price of 
that metal. Silver would not circulate. 
The conclusion to be drawn is that be- 
tween 1792 and 1834 there was an abun- 
dance of the cheaper metal—silver—to pay 
all debts with, and that between 1834 and 
1873 there was no scarcity of the cheaper 
metal—gold—to pay all debts with. There 
was no such “ demand ” for money for debt- 
paying purposes during either period as to 
raise the value of the cheaper metal a frac- 
tion of a cent. 

So if a free coinage law were enacted, and 
the debtor given his choice to pay in silver 
dollars worth 52 cents or gold dollars worth 
100 cents, he would select the former, but 
there would be no such Bacon those 
cheap dollars for debt-perifil purposes as 
to raise their value one cent. 

Whoever ‘had the stuff to exchange for 
50-cent dollars would be able to get those 
dollars with which to pay his debts. ‘There 
would be no such bidding for them as to 
make their price much more than 50 cents, 
and then for a short time only. 

During a monetary stringency there is 
often a sharp demand for money, chiefly on 
the part of speculators, and the price paid 
for the use of it advances. But the perma-' 
nent value of the money is never affected 
by the “ demand for debt-paying purposes.” 
The amount of indebtedness maturing daily 
is not so great as to create a demand in 
excess of the supply. 


QUESTION AND ANSWER. 

Mr. Bryan asks: “ Cannot the United 
States establish a financial system of its 
own? Is it too weak and dependent to do 
that?’ 7 

Maj. McKinley replies: “The United 
States now has a financial policy which in 
the main it has been pursuing since the be- 
ginning of the government, and which it 
does not mean to change until it can find a 
better one.” 

Mr. Bryan assumes in his question that 
the United States has borrowed a financial 
system, while it ought to originate one for 
itself. Maj. McKinley replies that the 
United States already has a financial sys- 
tem which is its own. 

That cannot be disputed. The English 
financial system embraces no full legal ten- 
der silver. The continental financial sys- 
tems differ in many respects from that of 
the United States. Gold cuts no figure in 
the financial systems of the silver standard 
countries. Here it plays a most important 
part. o 
But Bryan does not want the United 
States to devise a financial system of its 
own. He wishes it to adopt that of Mex- 
‘ico. To-do that would: not display much 
originality. The Mexicans would be pleased, 
of course, to see their ideas copied by the 
Americans, but whyshould this country pay 
them such a pliment? : 

The Popocrat candidate not only wants 
the United States to abandon the financial 
system it has devised, but he wishes it to 
take up with a second-hand system, and 
that one in whose favor nothing can be said. 
That proposition is neither patriotic nor in- 
telligent. 

Maj. McKinley contends that the United 
States should not give up its own financial 
system for the worse system of Mexico or 
of India, but should hold on to its own until 
it can devise a new and better one. The

NO SALE :OR MUNICIPAL BONDS. 

One immediate effect of the nomination 
of Bryan, which is being felt more and more 
daily asthe silver agitation continues, is the 
marked falling off in the sale of municipal 
bonds. The weekly average sale of these 
bonds before the Chicago convention was 
$2,321,000. For the month from July 20 to 
Aug. 20 this average dropped to $882,499. 
For the weeks that interveng before the 
election-‘iti November it is probable the sale 
will cease practically until it ean be known 
whether the party of repudiation or that of 
sound money is to conduct the government 
for the next four years. 

This feature of the depression caused by 
the mere possibility of Bryan’s election is 
particularly significant because these bonds 
are essentially the * bonds of the people.” 
They are issued by the people in their cor 
porate capacities and the proceeds expended 
on municipal improvements, thus reaching 
the pockets of the laboring classes. As the 
bonds in most cases are regarded as emi 
nently safe investments, they are bought 
largely by managers of trust funds, and 
find lodgement eventually in the vaults of 
savings banks, which are the repositories 
also of the ¢ ings of the frugal laboring 
men.

Bryan’s question is dishqnest, as most of |

There are sixty-six in the list whose bonds 
were not sold either because there were no 
bids or the bids were too small, and the total 
amount thus offered was $11,904,456. New 
York City heads the list with a bond offer 
of nearly four millions. These were sup- 
posed to be gilt-edged investments, but all 
the bids were so low the city officials were 
forced to reject them. In Brooklyn a mill- 
ion and one-half of bonds offered received 
no bids, and in eleven other cities of the 
State similar offers met with the same fate. 
Among the other communities whose bonds 
could not be sold were eight in New Jersey, 
two in Connecticut, two in Massachusetts, 


1} two in New Hanipshire, nine in Ohio, six in 


Michigan, four in Minnesota, six in Cali- 
fornia, and two in Illinois. This is the way

From year to year it is becoming more 
and more apparent to the people of the 
United States that the Salvation Army is 
a power for good in the-lower strata of 8o- 
ciety.

The straggling marchers that follow the 
drum and tambourine nightly in so many 
city streets have been called an association 
of moral scavengers and sewer diggers. And 
so they are. They claim with proud humil- 
ity to be just that. But, such being their 
function, they also claim the same protec- 
tion from molestation afforded to the vul- 
tures and storks that clean the city streets 
in Northern Africa. This protection they 
are steadily winning, and with it the respect 
even of those who cannot sympathize with 
their noisy methods. It is a notable fact 
that in all New England there is now only 
one village—Ipswich—in which the Salva- 
tionists’ open-air meetings are forbidden. 
It if a new and striking instance of the 
subtle power of non-resistance.

Army, written by William J. Brewer and 
his wife, will go far toward creating a more 


intelligent sympathy for this noble crusade | 


omong slum-seiled humanity. Brigadier 
Brewer was long at the head of the New 
England division of the organization, aud 
his recent removal to the Department of the 
Northwest adds interest to his vivid recital 
of what has been accomplished in New En- 
gland in the last six years.

Two notable cases in Evanston have re- 
cently shown, however, that there is a force 
here which can work both ways. The chief 
fact is that the Salvation Army is growing 
and doing things. Much is to be expected 
from its recent experiment in establishing 
Iabor bureaus, and everything should be 
done to make these successful. As long as 
the highest pay of officers is but $7.a week 
it may be depended upon that the motives 
of the organization are of a kind.to deserve 
support.

THE GOLD IMPORTS. 

The tide of gold is setting this way. The 
engagements and consignments up to date 
amount to nearly thirteen millions. This is 
a natural sequence of the tide of American 
products which is setting the other way. 

During the last two weeks the shipments 
from this city eastward by lake*alone of 
grain amount to seven and a half million 
bushels. Friday’s shipments amounted to 
975,000 bushels. Of this grain a million 
bushels a day is going abroad in response to 
the demand for it there. 

The imports are not increasing, but the 
exports of manufactured and unmanu- 
factured products are increasing rapidly. 
Europe has to pay for them, and as she is 
not doing so with goods she has to do so with 
gold. Last year American securities were 
sent back to settle up accounts. That is not 
the case now. The owners of those still 
held abroad seem to believe they will incur 
no danger of loss by holding on to them. 
Théy do not think Bryan will be elected. 

These gold shipments, natural as they are, 
bave a most donne ohont upon business- 
men. They would pass unnoticed were it 
not for the abnormal condition of affairs 
brought about by the free silver agitation. 
In 1880 and 1881, American crops being 
good and the foreign demand being heavy, 
gold poured into this country. The imports 
of that metal exceeded the exports by nearly 
170 millions, Nobody paid any attention. 

A portion of the gold received last week 
went at once to the Subtreasury and will 
swell the gold reserve, the ups and downs 
of which are followed now anxiously by 
every business-man. Half a million in gold 
was deposited by one firm, which took in 
exchange for it legal] tenders, 

Most of those notes will be sent West. 
there being a strong demand for currency 
now to “move the ¢érops.” Those notes 
will pass into the hands of farmers in pay- 
ment for their produce, and the recipients 
ought to feel better pleased to get those notes 
which have the purchasing power of gold 
dollars, and which there is. the gold to re-

“wrenchipg our parents of literary lan- 
guage asunder to the state of divorce.” It 
is well to repeat it now at a period when the 
overwhelming commercialism of the age is 
driving all utterance into rifle-shot terse- 
ness. 

But for this very reason one is rather sur- 
prised to hear Mr. Meredith, the most book 
ish of stylists, break forth into praise of 
Mrs. Meynell’s journalistic training. “ The 
writer who does honor to journalism assists 
at least in salutary work,” he says, “ for 
which the honors of a delicate stylist may 
well be surrendered. The writer casting an 
irradiation on cheap daily things does an act 
of beneficence, and can consent to pass away 
with them. Service in this great school has 
added to fluency and quickened the obser- 
vation of the most penetrative eyes we have 
among us.” The oracle has spoken. Now 
let the little canting contemners of all things 
journalistic forever hold their peace. 


ANOTHER CORRECTION OF BRYAN’S IN- 
ACCURACY. 

Mr. Bryan’s statement in his New York 
speech that “ railroad rates have not been 
reduced to keep pace with falling prices ” 
has evoked proofs of its inaccuracy from 
several sources, and finally from Mr. F. B. 
Thurber, Chairman of the New York Mer- 
chants’ Committee on Railroad Transporta: 
tion. S 

Mr. Thurber quotes facts, embodied in a 
report adopted by the National Board of 
Trade at its last annual meeting, to show 
that the rates for the transportation of 
freight have fallen more than the prices of 
most commodities. In 1873 the average 
rate per ton per mile was 2.21, but in 1895 
it had reached by a gradual decrease only 


839, a rate of decrease greater than that of 
the price of commodities. In addition to 
proving Mr. Bryan's error by indisputable 
statistics, Mr. Thurber points out another 
important aspect of this fallin freight rates. 
and one that is convincing that the present 
railroad charges are not too high. 

Since 1893 nearly one-fourth of the mile- 
age of the United States has gone into the 
hands of receivers. An army of 100,000 
men were thrown out of employment, and 


another army of 5,000 general officers, 100,- 
000 trackmen, 150,006 shopmen, and over 


latter | 


500,000 other operatives suffered largely de- 
creased incomes. Industries depending on 


railroads for a demand suffered in propor- 


tion, and, as Mr. Thurber expresses it, 
‘Many millions of people besides those 
actually discharged and their dependents 
found themselves less able to buy the neces- 
saries of life.” 

These facts surely do not indicate that 
railroad. charges have not fallen fast or low 


enough. If, on the contrary, the railroads 
had maintained for the twelve years ending 
June 30, 1894, the rates of 1882, the rail- 
roads would have earned $2,629,043,45y 
more than they actually received. The im- 
mensely diminished returns to investors and 
the widespread financial disasters that have 
followed are due to the surrender of this 
vast income in order to keep the rate of de- 
crease of railroad rates below the rate of 
the fall of prices of commodities. Mr. 
Thurber shows Bryan to have been doubly 
unfortunate in his gross inaccuracy. 


PROBLEM, OF THE WY°ST, 


In the leading article in the September 
Atlantic Prof. Frederick J. Turner of the 
University of Wisconsif presents a pro- 
found and striking presentation of “ The 
Problem of the West.” It is a historical 
review dissecting out the roots of the pres- 
ent political unrest and showing that the 
cure for it- lies safely in the hands of the 
half-dozen States grouped about Chicago. 
To every thinking man in the West Prof. 
Turner’s proposition will appear axiomatic, 
but it will not be understood by the schoo] 
that swears by the anglicized musings of 
Mr. Godkin’s Nation. 

Prof. Turner is of those who believe that, 
while the East may contain the blue blood 
of the Nation, the West holds its red arterial] 


hlood, And, being a thinker and a profes- 
sor of American history, he can give cogent 
reasons for the faith that isin him. 

In the first place, the West is not so much 
a locality as it is a state of mind. “ The 
West, as a state of social organization, be- 
gan with the Atlantic coast and passed 
across the continent.” Its soul is the pio- 
neer spirit that has more faith in-its own 
brawn than in conventional society's brain. 
Its body is of the fashion of that netition for 
Statehood which energetically said to the 
Kast: “If our society is rude, much wis- 
(ldm is not necessary to supply our wants, 
nnd a fool can sometimes put on his clothes 
better than a wise man can do it for him.” 
Its voice is the voice of new individualism 
struck out from the impact of old human- 
ity upon new conditions. To put it in a 
different metaphor, “the forest clear- 
ings have been the seed plots of American 
character.” 

The problem of the West, in Prof. Tur- 
ner’s opinion, is the problem of working out 
the newer and higher social ideals that lie 
over beyond the adjustment of this frontier 
individualism with the Europeanized con- 
servatism of the East. This is the problem 
that has existed in a degree ever since the 
frontier ceased to be identical with the At- 
lantic seaboard. As far back as the or- 
ganizing of the Constitutional convention 
of 1781 Gouverneur Morris looked with 
alarm on the proposal to form a range of 
new States in the West. “ If the Western 
people get power into their hands,” he said, 
“they will ruin the Atlantic interest.” Jo- 
sinh Quincy exclaimed: “ You have no au- 
thority to throw the rights and property of 
this people into hotchpot with the wild men 
on the Missvuri.” It is the old cry of vested 
property rights against rude pioneer push, 
As long as the red pioneering blood of the 
Nation could push on into the wilderness 
there was an escape valve for the confined 
steam of this natural conflict of inter- 
ests. But at last the public lands are ex- 
hausted and the westward tide is thrown 
hack upon itself with a shock. Herein, 
Vrof. Turner rightly holds, is the heart of 

“the poignant present day problem. 

Now, as to the reasons why the old North- 
west—Ohio, Indiana, Lllinois, Michigan, 
and Wisconsin—is to be the prime factor in 
solving this great problem of unrest. Prof. 
‘Turner points out the fact that this power- 
ful group of States stands between the two 
warring interests—is in touch with both, yet 
has passed the stage of blind radicalism, It 
has undergone the economic and social 
transformation which must in the end fuse 
extreme East and extreme West into a Na- 
tion of two-fold strength, The old North-

Qld Federal Building Coming Slowly 
to Earth—Where the Material Is Go- 
ing—Its Old Corner-Stone. 


The fauits construction -of the old Post- 
office Building, which caused its rapid dis- 
integration, is responsible “for much delay 
in the work of tearingitdown. The Chicago 
House-Wrecking company, which took the 
contract for its removal at, $15,000, has ex- 
perienced many difficulties in the undertak- 
ing. It was found that the settling of the 
building had separated many‘of the beams 
and pillars by the breaking of the rivets. 
The breaks are masked by bricks and mor- 
tar, exposing the workmen to constant dan- 
ger from the falling of the masses of mate- 
rial. It is occasionally found necessary even 
to build up before they are able to tear down. 

The exterior of the building remains prac- 
tically unchanged, but the interior shows 
the ravages of the wreckers. Portable en- 
gines have been placed in the east and west 
corridors for lowering the heavy iron work. 
An entrance for teams has been made on the 
west side, through which the drivers enter 
with heavy wagons to carry away the dé- 
bris. A large wooden chute on the east Bidé 
carries the brick and mortar from the inner 
walls, on which the men are at work, to the 
ground floor. 

A few of the old offices have heen utilized 
for temporary purposes. A bi@cksmith shop 
has been located in the wholesale stamp 
room, where the workmen’s tools are sharp- 
ened.

Owing to the absence of the Chairman of the 
Special Assessment committee from the city 
it is not expected this committee will make 
its report on the work done in connection 
with a new ordinance covering the matter 
of special improvements. The committee 
has in hand a new ordinance which it is 
thought will receive the approval of the 
Council, but the consideration of it will be 
postponed until the October meeting of the 
board. At the same time plans will be de- 
cided on for a campaign in favor of revenue 
reform. The efforts of the board will be 
concentrated to secure from the Legislature, 
if possible, a law authorizing the levy ofa 
general license on all vehicles and a wheel 
tax. Committees will be appointed and the 
work assigned to the members.

Elegant Office Buildings. 


The number and character of the buildings | 
under way in the business district of the 
city is noteworthy, despite the hard times 
and the large number of projects postponed 
on account of the difficulty in placing satis- 
factory loans. Six elegant structures have 
been designed and commenced since the first 
of the year. In addition to these, two other 
large buildings have been completed and 
opened to tenants since Jan. i—the Great 
Northern addition and the Fi: her Building.

PUTS ARE REPUDIATED. 
Notification Sent to Holders of Priv- 
ilege Contracts. 

The President of the Chicago Stock Ex- 
change has repudiated something like 2,000 
puts on West Chicago street railroad stock 
at 103, sold prior to the Moore brothers’ 
collapse. These privileges were offered to 
the extent of 5,000 shares, but were taken 
so quickly that the offer was withdrawn 
when 2,000 puts were disposed of. The 
Sale contracts were in the following form: 
** Chicago, July 30, 1896.—In consideration 
of $100 in hand paid, receipt whereof is here- 
by acknowledged, you have the privilege to 
deliver to us 100 shares of stock of the West 
Chicago street railroad company at $103, ac- 
count, per share any time on or before thirty 

days, dividend to us.” 

Contracts of this character were signed 
by M. M. Jamieson or Jamieson & Co. 
About 800 of these puts were sold to Board 
of Trade members. Arthur Whyland, Ed 
Hunter, George Brown, Charles Hunter, 
William Nash, Harry Cook, Jim Nicol, and 
Henry Morris are among the holders. It 
has been understood that the privilege con- 
tract would be repudiated, but a number of 
the holdefs made tenders of stock on them 
yesterday. The life of the puts expires on 
Monday. The stock was not received, but 
written notices tendering it were left and 
suit at law will doubtless be brought to 
enforce the contracts. If the contracts were 
protected the buyers of the puts would re- 
ceive something like ten to one on their in- 
vestments. Jamieson sent out written 
notices to some of the holdera yesterday to 
the effect that the suspension of business on 
the exchange nullifies the trades in question. 
The Board of Trade people are particularly 
warm over this statement. 


Position Considered in Bad Form. 

They say that it is in as bad form as it 
would be for him to plead that the trades 
are annulled, inasmuch as privilege trading 
He is President of the ex- 
change, and was largely responsible for hav- 
ing it closed. Down on the Board of Trade, 
where no small part of the pit business is 
developed out of the trade in puts and calls, 
this business is considered contrary to 
statute, but failure to live up to a privilege 
contract is rarely heard of. There has al- 
ways been a rivalry between the board’and 
the Stock Exchange. The suspension of the 
exchange gave the board members an op- 
portunity to make sarcastic remarks, and 
this action on the part of the President of 
the exchange will bring on further criticism. 
One of the holders of puts, who made for- 
mal tender of stock yesterday said that he 
had been advised by his lawyer that the con- 
tract, drawn as it is, can be enforced, and 
that he proposes to enforce it. 

It is expected that the next move in set- 
tlement of the Moore brothers’ affairs will be 
reorganizing the directories of the two com- 
panies. The Moores, at the present, are de- 
fiant, and say they will not resign. In all 
probability the completion of the trust agree- 
ment between involuntary holders of Match 
and Biscuit stocks, and the settlement with 
the “blind pool’’ members hinges upon a 
change in the directories. In any event 
there will be pressure brought to bear on 
the Moores from all directions. The argu- 
ment that the Moores were sold out by their 
friends may excite some sympathy for them, 
but it does not excuse their action in involv- 
ing the two companies. It is not conceivable 
that the Moores should regain the confidence 
of stockholders in the New York Biscuit and 
Diamond Match companies. As a rule, 
stockholders in large corporations are not 
regarding ways and means, so long as div- 
idends come in, and everything is prosper- 
ous. There are few aside from the brokers 
whose interests are directly with the Moores, 
who are able to give honest excuses for the 
methods pursued by them. Aside from this 
it is evident from thé reports that the public 
was at no time furnished information re- 
garding the exact status of the companies. 
Neither concern was earning at the rate re- 
ported, and nothing like proper charges for 
depreciation were made. he plant at 
Ontonagon, which is said to be fully covered 
by $487,000 insurance, is said to have figured 
in former reports at $1,000,000. Aside from 
these conditions existing in the companies 
themselves, the Continental Match company 
is keeping up a campaign of depreciation, 
which, whether unjust or not, should be met 
in some manner. The Gould company was 
out in a circular, making elaborate compari- 
sons between the workings of the machinery 
of the two companies to the d ‘agement of 
the Diamond Match machines.”

Communism Among Literary Men. 


Mr. Harrison does not, therefore, prove 
very much about our present provincialism 
if he only has Ruskin and perhaps Byron 
to set up as shining lights of the past. In- 
deed, he has set himself a difficult task in 
endeavoring to show that literary men of 
to@ay are not in close contact with their 
foreign contemporaries. One of the great 
features of this time is what one might 
almost call a communion of spirit between 
the different nations on their literary side, 
which is so close that new ideas and new 
creeds seem to grow up Simultaneously in 
their midst, not by contagion or by imita- 
tion, but by a sort of spontaneous impulse. 
It would be unnecessary to follow Mr. Har- 
rison’s example and go back to the sixteenth 
century to show how different was the 
State of things when it took more than a 
hundred years from the fall of Constanti- 
nople for the revival of learning to spread to 
England. When we remember that it was 
only in the earlier half of this century that 
Shakspeare became known to France in any 
real sense, that it was onlyethe genius of 
Carlyle that impressed the thoughts of 
Goethe upon the British intelligence, it is 
easy to appreciate the fact that we are to- 
day in much closer contact with foreign 
thought than ever before. For do.we not see 
clearly how in Germany, France, and En- 
giand a new fountain of symbolic literature 
has sprung up from separate weils of 
thought in each country and yet simulta- 
heously ? 


Sprang from the Same Source. 

The symbolism of Ibsen is totally different 
from the symbolism of Burne-Jones, and yet 
in both there is a revolt against the realism 
which, both in literature and painting, has 
begun to grow wearisome. There is a 
religious fervor among the modern French- 
men which has come of late years to equal in 
its strength the spikitualistic tendencies in 
the Western States of America, yet though 
the two revivals aré@ similar and simultane- 
ous they are both indigenous to the soil. 
Such literary and ethical waves of thought 
pass Over different countries today in such 
a way as to convince the onlooker that the 
unconscious intercourse between the great 
minds at home and abroad must be more 
intimate now than at a time when the cur- 
rent moved but slowly from one nation to 
another, 

It is indeed absurd to. suppose that cables 
and telegraphs and telephones do not bring 
us in closer contact with one another, how- 
ever prosaic their instrumentality may seem. 
It is true that there is much conscious imi- 
tation. The men of the Yellow Book and the 
Savoy have taken Verlaine and Mallarmé 
for their gods. So in Sudermann there are 
distinct traces of Ibsen. Yet it is certain 
that the influence of-France alone would 
not have produced the school of English 
decadents. The time was ripe for them, and 
the same currents of thought which inspired 
Bandelaire in France, gave an onward im- 
petus to such men as Symonds and Pater. 
ler John Addington Symonds and Walter 
Pater were of the true and indigenous type 
of English decadent far more than the clever 
young men who disport themselves behind 
— weirdly designed by Aubrey Beards-

BRING OUT THE PIGSKIN, 


CHICAGO UNIVERSITY ELEVEN GET- 
TING READY FOR FOOTBALL. 


Prof. Stagg Gathering Some Good Men 
Around Him—Ne Captain Yet Se- 
lected to Take Gale’s Place—New 
Man May Be Either Nichols, Roby, 
Flint, or Williamson—Cool Weath- 
er Lends a Zest to Practice and 


The reign of football—that king of college 
sports—is on once more, and tackles, touch- 
downs, punts, passes, and fifty-yard dashes 
without interference are again the talk of 
the hour among the undergraduates of the 
University of Chicago. Politics, for all its 
stamp of gold and clouds of silver lining, 1s 
a back number. Little Boy Bryan is as un- 
talked of as though he had never blown his 
free-wind horn of silver, and the pigskin, 
that prince of many piaygrounds, the guerdon 
of the mighty “ gridiron” giants, rules in 
his stead. , 

Notwithstanding the fact that there has 
been no regular call issued as yet for candi- 
dates for the 'varsity team, Prof. Stagg has 
already gathered about him‘a small army 
of ardent athletic aspirants, who are prac- 
ticing daily for the coming season on Mar- 
shall field, and who hope to pluck not a few 
flowers from fame’s big bouquet as members 
of a championship team this fall. The cool 
weather of this last week has added no little 
zest to the spirit of the players, and al- 
though the practice is exceedingly light, 
mainly consisting of punting, passing, and 
catching the ball, the men go at the exercise 
with a genuine dash and enthusiasm that 
promise well for the future. ’ 

As yet the University of Chicago eleven 
has no captain for the coming season, owing 
to the resignation of Henry Gale, who was 
elected last fall to that honor, but resigned 
later on because of his lack of time to devote 
to the coaching and controHing of the team. 
Although Gale has said again and again that 
he will.never don a canvas jacket or a nose 
mask to go into a championship game again, 
there is a sneaking hope in the hearts of his 
fellow-students that he will change his mind 
when the season opens and be ready for his 
old signals at the back of the line. 


Gossip on the Make-Up. 

Who the man will be to captain the team 
in Gale’s place, however, is a hard question. 
Nichols, Roby, Flint; and Williamson are 
still in college, and any one of these four 
may be selected for the position. 

Nichols, the all-around athlete, will doubt- 
lessly go in the game again this year for 
the last time. He is a senior and will grad- 
uate at Christmas, so in all probability will 
endeavor to make his strongest stand this 
season in his old position at half back. He 
is a strong runner and when held to his in- 
terference never fails to make his gain, He 
is a poor tackler, however, and fumbles the 
pall quite frequently onthecatch, ‘“‘ Chuck” 
Roby has played both at end and tackle and 
is a tower of strength in either position. 
A strong, hard tackler, a quick starter, and 
a fast man with the leather, Roby is the 
tiger of the team. He. is already in train- 
,ing and will be on hand in his old stamping 
ground when the referee’s whistle sounds 
for the first kickoff. 

Flint, Roby’s running mate at the other 
end of the line, is a veteran football player. 
He is a physical giant, standing six feet 
three in his stockings and weighing aimost 
200 pounds. He is a valuable man in the 
liné, breaking through and interfering well 
for the halves. He-is a poor tackler and 
slow to dodge when he has the ball. 

“ Babe” Williamson is a phenomenal 
rare and knows no fear. A very bull at 

attering down an opposSimg line, he is fa- 
mous for his headlong dives and tackles. 
If Williamson leaves the ’varsity this year 
his loss cannot be made good. As yet he is 
still undecided whether to go or stay. 
** Babe”’ played left tackle last year. 

Ketman, who played a few games at right 
guard, is in college, but may not play tnis 
fall. He was too new to be a power in the 
game, and Looney, who took his place with 
such success at the end of the season, has 
left Chicago. 

The loss of ** Old War-Horse” Allen may 
not. be felt in the least. Even during his 
captaincy of last year it began to be whis- 
pered about the quadrangles that ‘‘ he may 
have seen better days’”’ and was losing his 
hold on the game. It is believed tnat Ken- 
nedy, a new man from Iowa, is more than 
able to fill his place and will be used in the 
line this fall. 


These May Be Counted In. 

Among the other old men who are back 
and may be numbered among this season's 
* canvas-backs’”’ later on are Phil Allen 
and Carr Neel, last year’s center and full 
back respectively. Both of these men are 
in John D, Rokefeller’s well of knowledge 
just at present, and may be called to the de- 
fense of the maroon before the end of the 
season. ' 

As for the new men of promise who have 
already made their appearance on the field, 
and the less experienced old men who have 
had little or no chance to show their mettle, 
there are: Gordon and Henry Clarke, quarter 
backs; Herring of Buckwell, quarter back; 
Hamill and Hirschberger, the famous little 
full back, backs; Leighton and Anderson, 
line men; Coy, the crack ’varsity sprinter, 
half; Brown and Dickey, ends or backs; and 
Burns, Kennedy, Sincere, and others, line 


men. 

As yet little can be said regarding the 
work of the new men, but the fact that such 
men as Hirschberger, Herring, Clarke, Coy, 
and Hamill are already at work in earnest 
augurs well for the prospects of the team, 
and gives the students of the university con- 
fidence that Chicago will see good football 
this year. The teams that will give Chicago 
the hardest battles this year are those of 
the University of Wisconsin, Illinois, Pur- 
due, and Michigan, all of which will be strong 
this year. Minnesota and Chicago do not 
meet this year.

At any rate, this is the opinion of 
more than one person who has had a sight of 
the Haymarket monument of late. 

Some years ago a numberof policeman did 
what was generally regarded as a rather 
fine thing in the neighborhood of the Hay- 
market. Six companies of them, In the face 
of a somewhat trying emergency which cost 
several of them their lives, acted ina manner 
which called forth more than a little admira- 
tion. They neglected to take advantage of 
an excellent opportunity for losing their 
heads, and they held their fire while being 
shot at by a mob; «& state of affairs which is 
said to be for raw troops a “ very’tough bul- 
let to chew.” In fact, their conduct at- 
tracted the attention not only of Chicago, but 
of a good share of the world, and was 
deemed worthy of a monument erected by the 
people *‘to commemorate the heroic con- 
duct of the policemen of the City of Chi- 
cago.” 

At present, to the unprejudiced observer, 
it seems to partake more largely of the 
nature of a monument to the condition of the 
Chicago streets. The statue of the police- 
man commanding ‘* Peace in the Name of 
the People of Illinois" stands at the en- 
trance to one of the busiest parts of the city, 
and comes before the eyes of hundreds of 
people every day. Besides the policemen, 
the passersby see several things, They see 
the remnants of an iron fence which once 
surrounded the pedestal. A couple of gran- 
ite blocks laid carelessly on the pavement to 
protect the fence were apparenily an after- 
thought, put in when passing wheels had 
about destroyed the fence itself. What re- 
mains of the fence is a ruin of bent and 
twisted iron. Inside the fence they see a 
stone pedestal splashed and discolored with 
mud, and not wholly free from remnants 
of smashed vegetables. Around its bottom 
there is nota very attractive but quite strik- 
ing collection of garbage Of various sorts, 
piece of broken brick, a tin can or so, and a 
few stray vegetables from the market wag- 
ons which daily stand about the monument, 
The effect rather detracts press ie

Even statements that lake sailing requires 
much less skill than ocean navigation, and 
that anybody can sail a boat on the lake, 
fail to arouse any reply, except, pe 
the seemingly sound argument that as most 
vessels are wrecked on shore, the more 
shore there is and the nearer it is the great- 
er the skill required to keep away from it. 

There is, however, an old Captain on the 
South Side who has followed the lake for the 
greater part of a reasonably long life, and 
from whom a spark of fire was struck by 
such an assertion. He did not waste time 
in argument. He took a book from his desk 
and began to read aloud: le 

“* Considerable water was found in the 
hold at this time and the pumps were there- , 
fore manned and kept going till morning.

gy oe years ago, hefore the introduction 
of steam had so nearly extinguished the sail-

They have 
their particular lodging-houses near the 
docks, their favorite drinking places, hid- 
den among the lumber piles and wuare- 
houses, their superstitions, and their songs, 
though these partake more of the land than 
is thought desirable among the admirers,of 
Jack ashore and afloat.

IS A DEAF MUTE AND A MINISTER. 


The Rev. Austin W. Mann, M. A., Will 
Conduct Deaf Mute Services at 
Trinity Parish House Today. 


The Mid-Western Deaf-Mute Mission, of 


which the Rev. Austin W. Mann, M. A.,, is | 


General Missionary, came into existence 
nearly a quarter of a century ago, the first 
service being held by him at St. 
Church, Flint, Mich., in the winter of 1873. 
Sines then prayer-book services in the sign 
language have have been held in nearly all

the principal cities between the Alleghenies 
and the Missouri River. Among the mis- 
sions that have been established is All An- 
gels’, Chicago, which now enjoys the hos- 
pitality of Trinity Church, as its services 
are now held in its parish house, 

In the summer of 1586 the Rev. Mr. Mann 
held the first Episcopal service in the sign 
language on the Pacific coast at Trinity 
Church, San Francisco. He has also offi- 
ciated at St. Ann’s Church for Deaf Mutes, 
New York’ City. and All Souls’ Church, Phil- 
adelphia. Inthe summer of 1804 he preached 
at St. Saviour’s Church, Oxford street, Lon- 
don, and at missions in Liverpool, Belfast, 
Dublin, Cork, and other places. 

The Rev. Mr. Mann is the first deaf mute 
admitted to the ministry west of the Alle- 
ghenies. He was ordained by the late Bish- 
op Bedell of the Diocese of Ohio. At its com- 
mencement in June, 1895, Gallaudet College 
for the Deaf at Washington, D. C., con- 
ferred upon him the honorary degree of Mas- 
ter of Arts. 2 

Services in the sign language will be held 
in the parish house of Trinity Church in 
this city at 10:30 a. m. and 3 p. m. today. 
The holy communion will be administered 
at the moruing service.

The immense number of names. for that, 
the love of which Paul assures Timothy is: 
the root of all evil, is not, therefore, strange 
when the universal desirability and useful- 
ness of the article in question are consid- 
ered. It is, however, remarkable how, in 
nearly every case, the name bestowed onthe 
medium of trade is, or at one time Was, 4 
slang or cant expression. Even the word 
gold was once undoubtedly slang, for, 
derived from the o!d German 
or old Celtic, in the one case it means ” the 

the other “‘ the bright,”’ and only 
by a figur® of speech could it have been used 
as a noun to designate the precious metal. 
The name dollar was once slang, being ap- 
plied to the ounce pieces coined by a cerain 
German Count Joachim, who in a ceralh 
thal, or valley, in his rather limited do- 
minions had a silver mine. Thre pieces be- 
came well known throughout Germany, and, 
in allusion to the place where the silver 
was miried, they were called * thalers,”’ or 
sé valleyers.” 

The American language, rich in slang of 
every description, is particularly so with ref- 
erence to money. In this respect there are 
several kinds of slang. There are national 
varieties, slang names which are applied 
and understood all over the United States, 
and_local designations which obtain im‘lim- 
ited geographical areas. 

The notes issued by the government during 
and since the war have been known by 
many slang names, The denominations of 
the notes have given rise to several. The 
$100 notes’ were, almost immediately after 
their appearance, denominated ‘* centur- 
ies,’’ a term which did not come into great 
popularity, not because it Was not appropri- 
ate, but because comparatively few persons 
handled or even saw the notes of this de- 
nownination. The notes for $10 were more 
common, and were with equal promptness 
dubbed Xs, tens, tenners, and several other 
names not quite so appropriate. The notes 
for $5 were, on account of their value, called 
Vs, fives, and fivers, just as the notes, and 
Si were called ones, oners, and the like. 
The color of the notes gave nicknames that 
proved instantly popular. -The name green- 
backs, as applied to the government's notes, 
justified its own use, both by the predom- 
inant color.on the back of the notes, and 
by the appropriateness of the designation. 

The name “ paper money ”’ is of-itself of 
slang origin, dating from the war issues 
of. government currency, but there were 
many others which also proved exceedingly 
popular, and some are stillin use. ‘* Uncle 
Sam's I. 0. U.’s"’ was a favorite euphemism 
during the war, and is even now occasionally 
heard, while * bills,” an expression bor- 
rowed from banking use, is almost universal. 
“ Certificates ’’ can hardly be ealled a slang 
term, being an appropriate name, suggested 
by the fact that one form of our currency 
bears on its face the statement, ‘“ This 
eertifies that there have been deposited in 
the Treasury of the United States five silver 
dollars, payable to the bearer on demand.” 

This note is therefore 'n the strictest sense 
of the word a certificate of deposit and has 
a good right to its name. “ Circulating 
medium,”’ often applied to our paper cur- 
rency, is an expression borrowed from tle 
war-time statutes, which used it to desig- 
tate the various issues of currency. 

Rags,” as a slang name for papef money, 
dates from the time of the greenback craze, 
this idea being facetiously known as the 

‘rag baby,” from a series of cartoons 


drawn by a noted Eastern caricaturist and. 


intended to ridicule the theories of’ the ad- 
vocates of this scheme. “ Plasters’”’ prob- 
ably took its origin from the suggestion 
that a government note is a poultice of 
considerable efficacy for many ailments, 
beth of person and pocketbook, but how 
“ shinplasters ” ever came into being is a 
mystery, for the human shin stands no 
more in need of\plastering than the human 
elbow. ‘* Toeplaster” was a name given 
to the subsidiary notes Issued by the govern- 
ment during the war, and no doubt was suge-. 
gested by their smaller size, as compared 
with the “shinplasters.” — 


Coin Also Has Iis Nicknames. 


The coin which has caused the silver advo- 
cates so much mental disturbance during the 
last few years has at the same time given 
tbe facetious no little opportunity to sharpen 
their wits. The “ dollar of Gur daddlés ” is 
a misnomer,.it having been-coined mot in 
the days of these venerated men, but in 
those of their daddies, and, therefore, would 
be better known as the** dollar of our grand- 
daddies ’"’; but any attempt to correct a 
Slang usage is labor wasted. The “al- 
mighty dollar’’ is said by one authority to

Electricity Proves Jast as Fatal Under 
the Water as It Does in the 
Alr. 

The truthfulness of the ol@saying that 
one never can tell where lightning is going to 
strike is proved by an accident which hap- 
pened to a man while standing on the bottom 
of the Willamette, in a divers suit of armor, 
a few days since. The City and Suburban 
railway company has a power-house near 
Inman & Poulson’s mill from which the elec- 
tricity is conveyed by a submarine cable 
across the river to operate some of its lines 
on the West Side. A short time since the 
Union power-house, from which some of the 
company’s lines were operated, was burned, 
and, as misfortune never comes singly, a day 
or two since the cable which crosses the 
river to the foot of Jefferson street failed in 
its duty. 

J. F. Kelley, Superintendent of the power 
plant on the East Side, took steps to ascer- 
tain what the tréuble was and to have it put 
to rights. He sent Billy Martin, the com- 
pany’s diver, down to overhaul the cable, 
which was found to have sustained a fract- 


| ure, and the copper wire in the center, which 
| is the conductor, had in some way got in 


contact with the wire covering which pro- 
tects the outside of the cable. The power 
had been shut off from the cable at the 
power-house before the diver went down, 


' and all concerned supposed he would have 


“dead wire ”’ to handle. 

They forgot about the “‘ back water ’”’ 
current from the Third street trolley wire, 
which kept that part of the cable west of the 
break charged and very much “ alive.”’ In 
bending his head close down to the cable to 


there, the metallic fixtures on the 
diver’s helmet touched the charged end of it, 
and he received a shock which nearly 
knocked him insensible. He signaled *“* up ”’ 
as quick as he could, and when hauled to 
= surface expressed a strong desire to stay 
there. 

He had been surprised as well as shocked, 
and he wanted to quit work there and then, 
as it was not in his contract. to. have live 
wires applied to his ‘*headpiece.’’ He was 
remonstrated with and assured that he must 
be mistaken; that it was tmpossible he could 
have been shocked by electricity because.the 
power was shut off at the power-house. He 
was finally persuaded that the shock Was 
due to the imagination, or something of: the 
sort, and, his helmet being put on, down he 
went again. Before he could fairly see what 
he was about he was skocked again in the 
same manner, and camé to the surfaee,.if 
possible quicker and madder than before. 
Finally some one thought of shutting off 
the power from the Third street line; and the 
cable Was soon raised and properly. repaired.

friend and there is no doubt of his confi 
dence. 

He will probably seek one of the parks, 
vacant lot, or some pasture in the suburb 
If he is early enough and the conditions ar 
favorable he may be rewarded by a rich fin 
of mushrooms. If too early, by waiting fo 
a time he may see them poke their head 
above the sod. Or, when he is once sure o 
his place, he may feel the sprouts befor 
they are fairly through the earth, and b 
turning up the sod with his knife secure ag 
young mushrooms before they have see 
the light of day. 

Old mushroom huntefs acquire a high des 
gree of skill in locating the ground most fa- 
vorabile to their growth and in finding them 
before’ they are visible. The mushroom 
hunter acquires the habit of walking with 
his eyes fastened upon the éarth. He may 
take a walk with a friend and apparently be 
eugaged in conversation. Of a sudden the 
friend will to his astonishment see him fall 


in the sod with a knife. What appears te 
be the act of a maniac may in reality mark 
the discovery of a new and prolific mush- 
room bed. 


Fad That Grows. 


Mushroom hunting not only takes posses- 
sion of the victim, but fs likely to extend to 
his friends and relatives. The friends’ tn- 
terest may at first be lukewarm, but with 
their taste for mushrooms grows the passion 
for hunting them till the habit claims them 
for its own. Mushroom hunters are found 
in all parts of the city and Ineli walks of life. 
Many of them are people well known socially 
er in business, who have a delicacy in pub- 
lishing their hobbies to the world and who 
decline, therefore, to make their names pub- 
lic. The neighborhood of Buena Park, Rog- 
ers Park, and Evanston is said to be popue 
lous with then: 

Many who become infected with the habit 
are said to take up the study of mushrooms 
in earnest and to become versed !n their lore 
Considerable knowledge and s«tifll are re< 
quired in distinguishing the edible varieties 
under all circumstances. William Hamilton 
Gibson’s work on mushrooms is anauthority 
consulted by most of the.mushroom stu- 
dents. The advice of an old mushroom 
hunter to beginners is: ‘*‘ Do not take any 
chances. If you are in doubt about a mush 
room, do not eat it until you have consulte 
somebody who knows.” Most of the ol 
hunters are authorities and their judgmen 
is sufficient. The chefs of the leading hotel 
and clubs are usually able te distinguish th 
edible varieties. 

The parks, vacant lots, anid the pastur 
and wild land in tle suburbs are favorit 
habitats of the mushroom. Many mush 
rooms are found in the parks, in-particula 
in parts where fertilizing matter has bee 
recently applied. During the season th 
parks are minutely searched every mornin 

It is whispered by fruit and vegetabfe dea! 
ers that amateur hunters are known to se! 
their surplus product, but this aspersion i: 
resented by the fraternity at large. At an 
rate, there are market hunters enough t 
make the chances of a mushroom for a lon 
life exceedingly few. If the table hunte 
expects to be ahead of them he must be u 
bright and early. Mushrooms sellin the ma 
ket at from ‘20 cents to 30 cents a poumn 
The market hunters often bring in from fiv 
to ten pounds in a day. Many of them ar 
Germans or Italians, who make a busines 
of mushroonr hunting in the season. Th 
market. huntetfs follow the.same plan as th 
amateurs. Many of them are up by 3 o’cloc 
in the morning to be on thé ground in tim 
The country about Whiting, Ind., is sald t 
be frequented by the market hunters. .... 

Some of the choicest of*the mushrooms in 
the Chicago market are supplied by florists,

in Worth, Proviso, Le Moyne, and 
other Localities, Using Tents and 
other Hudely Improvised Shelters 
—How These Sporadic Places Blos- 
‘yomed Into Existence and Thrived 
—Public Hostility Against Them, 


HE fight against race gambling, which 
begun in Chicago a few years ago with 
the Civic Federation as its champion, 
js still on. Battles have been fought, 
and the enemy has been driven from one place 


ae of refuge to another, until at last the city 


per is rid of its presence. But it is not 


- rid of its influence. The fight is at best a 
hydra fray, and when, with the strong 


weapons of the law, the pool-room vam- 


pire is driven out of one place, its life 


becomes renewed in several other places. 
The evil is just now like a fire which has 
peen trampled under foot—the source is 
smothered, but there are sparks scattered 
within a small radius. The abolition of the 
Jast pool-rooms in Chicago was the cause of 
several new localities being visited with this 
evil. 

The poolroom in Chicago may be a thing of 
the past. At times before when this form of 
gambling was. maintained outside the city 
only it was thought the evil would never 
be revived inside. Many who felt happy be- 
cause @ source of constant temptation to 


. them or their friends was removed have been 


brought face to face with its unexpected and 
inexplicable revival under their very noses. 
The growth of such an evil is insidious, and 
like most businesses that flourish on the 
weakness of men, its development and - 
cess mean Serious social injury. The o y 
pool-rooms in Cook County are now outside 
of Chicago’s city limits. It is their purpdse 
_ to regain foothold in the populous part of the 
city by whatever means may be at hand and 
which a flexible conscience may provide. 
Time was when Chicago was a haven for 
face “fiends,” as they are called. There 
is something suggestive in this word, it 
applies to those who sacrifice all they have 
to gratify a passion for this form of gam- 
bling. They have no higher’ purpose than 
to win a ‘“‘ bunch of money” or “ make 2 
killin’,”” and they constantly play the game 
against the unconquerable odds of the book- 
makers. Four years ago two race tracks, 


~ Harlem and Hawthorne, were playing the 


game alternately and making it continu- 
ous. In addition there were pool-rooms 
down-town. The pool-room vampire was 
overfed and of gigantic girth. Then came 


‘ the fight against the tracks and the pool- 


rooms. Finally followed thé establishme? 
of the Roby track, over the Indiana babdes. 
Here it was intended to race all the year 
around by a system of subornation, which 
gave employment to many persons in the 
vicinity of the track at extraordinary wages. 
The enmity of the Lake County (Ind.) offi- 
clals was met and conquered, and for three 
“years the Roby track and its later mates 

joyed immunity from local interference. 
At the Indiana tracks the foreign book- 
making, which was really a pool-room, was 
the profitable part of the business. It {gs 
.only a few weeks since the Indiana courts, 
peg a prolonged litigation on the part of 

OV. 


forfeited, and they were closed. About the 
Same: time the Civic Federation brought 
reports to the police of the existence of 
Powers & O’Brien’s pool-room in Madison 
street, Dan O’Leary’s at the Stock-Yards, 
Upon the verification 
of these reports the police closed the places, 
and Chicago was again without pool-rooms. 
The two which ended so suddenly had teen 
conducted, presumably, surreptitiously. 


Pool-Kooms Move Outside. 


With all local doors closed against them 
the pool-room keepers looked for new quar- 
ters. Last winter a room had been tolerated 
in the Town of Cicero. The announcement 
of the close of the Indiana tracks was im- 
mediately followed by a report. that an at- 
tempt would be made to open another pool- 
room, after the manner of,the one that had 
existed in Cicero, near the Harlem track. 
“Barney ’’ Zacharias and ‘“ Sid’ McHie 
carried out this scheme by renting a place 
In Twelfth street, in the Village of Proviso, 
and opening with all the paraphernalia of a 
pool-room. ‘There was no concealment of the 

urpose and no attempts at privacy of the 

usiness, . As O’Leary had to leave tire 
Stock-Yaids precincts he sought for a place 
to recpen; In the Town of Worth he found 
‘an advantageous place alongside the Grand 
nk railioad and within a stone’s throw 
of the railroad station. Certain pronerty 
available for the purposes of O Leary was 
Tented. O’Leary is the magisirate of the 
Township and keeps a salvon. It is under- 
stood that a large rental is paid for the use 
of the grcund occupied by him. Ine 2owers 
_& O’Brien pool-room moved bag and bag- 
gage to Le Moyne, where suitable quarters 
and indifferent public officials were found. 
The trio of rooms has flourished since. : 

Thus_a beginning of the encircling of Chi- 
cago with pool-rooms has_ been begun. 
Should these experiments prove successes 

here is no telling how extensive they mizht 

me. New opportunities could, perhaps, 
be found every day—at least, pool-room pro- 
‘Prietors are sanguine that this is the fact.

After the gantlet has been run the interior 
bursts suddenly into view. It appears vast. 
The top of the tent, which is forty feet above 
the ground, looks ominous. The hundreds 
in the tent appear like a handful. The con- 
Stant shuffling of feet, such as always takes 
Place in crowded pool-rooms, is not heard

‘here, as the floor is the green turf. The 


crowd is forever shifting; men crowd to- 
gether from different parts. The crowd dis- 
integrates and another forms in the same 
time. Occasionally an “argument ”’ causes 
commotion, but otherwise the crowd {s quiet. 
In front is the betting stahd. Or rather the 
crowd is in front of the betting stand. This 
Stand is built of yellow pine and is about 
twenty feet long. At its back isa mammoth 
blackboagg divided into five sections. At 
the foot of this blackboard is a platform on 
which two reén stand. Beneath them sit 
and stand theemployés of.0’ Leary, who deal 
directly with the multitude. To the right is 
a higher place, boarded up to a height of 
eight feet. There are small apertures in this 


of players with some money. It takes lots 
of it to run the pool-room. Races cost $25 
a set, with $10 extra for the services of the 
operator who sends them, The bookmaker 
must pay his help good wages in order to 
establish confidence. Then, his business be- 
ing under the ban, he must “ give up”’ lib- 
erally to prolong its life. 

O’Leary’s room is reached by special train. 
The Grand Trunk sends every afternoon two 
special trains, and one is at the station 
ready to bring back the crowd, which av- 
erages about 400 each day. It is a good 
thing that most of+them buy round trip 
tickets. A “ holdup” of the train as it came 
back would prove a waterhaul. It was re- 
ported one day last week that the book 
had won nearly $10,000 that day alone. This, 
however, in view of the character of the 
people who play it and the size of bets made, 
seems improbable. 


Indignation of the Residents. 


Much indignation exists in the neighbor- 
hood of the pool-room because it is not in- 
terrupted by the authorities of Worth. There 
is an explanation for this. The pool-room 
is in the township and is not in any incorpo- 
rated place. Consequently the officials of 


Morgan Park and Blue Island find it beyond ‘ 


their jurisdiction. The township has no po- 
lice. Its judicial machinery consists of the 
magistrate, J. D. Cunningham, and his con- 
stable. Cunningham is in sympathy with 
the pool-room management and J. H. Wheel- 
er, who applied to him for warrants for the 
arrest of the proprietor and his assistants, 
says Cunningham declined to issue them. 
Supervisor Brayton declares that he. wants 
the place extinguished and has been working 
with Wheeler to that end. Wheeler was 
formerly a policeman in Chicago, but Its in 
the saloon business at Mount Olivet now. 
The people of Morgan Park are serious in 
their determination to abate the evil and 
have asked the coéperation of the Civic 
Federation. The Civic Federation is labor- 
ing with Sheriff. Pease. Catholics are in- 
dignant that the evil should be located near 
the cemetery of that faith. A number of 
Catholics living in the vicinity are prepar-

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wall and through them the speculative may 
see the great stacks of silver and greenbacks 
constituting the “ bank roll’’ of the book. 
This is the cashiers’ department, and from 
it all tickets are paid. 

Along the front of the betting stand are 
four openings, into each of which a small 
shelf is fitted. Behind each are three men, 
one to receive the money, one to write 
tickets, and another to write the betting 
sheet. The bookmaker is moré systematic 
and calculating than the player. 


How the “Fiends” Play. 


As early as 1 o'clock there is a crowd in the 
tent. It is composed almost wholly of pro- 
fessionals. The ‘‘ business-men’’ who aiji- 
ways are pushed forward in every gambling 
enterprise do not get out until nearly 3 
e’clock. The crowd is trying to make up its 
mind how to play. Opinions are exchanged, 
the ** dope book’ (turf,guide) is consulted, 
form sheets are examined carefully, and di- 
verse conclusions are reached. 

The telegraph instrument begins to click, 
and soon the man on the platform posts the 
odds at Sheepshead Bay. This is what is 
called the ‘first betting.’ I1t._ is the book 
made on form. After the odds are posted 
there is little betting. Only those bet who 
fear that their choice may be the choice at 
the. trackside, and may be backed to such 
an extent that the odds will lessen. Others 
wait for the second betting to get the benelit 
of the judgment of the talent at the track- 
side and to discover the “ tricks.”’ 
betting begins. The ticket writers perspire 
so furiously do they make out the paste- 
beard receipts for mioney wagered. The 
horses go to the post and the betting closes, 
A large yellow ‘‘ C”’ is marked on the race, 
indicating that no more bets will be taken. 

The crowd grows apprehensive, Then it 
grows fearful. Then it regains confidence. 
Then the period of suspense comes. 

‘‘They’re off!!’’ shouts the telegraph op- 
erator. 

The hubbub ceases. All is still. Every 
man is looking at the operator, who rises 
from his seat ready to call the description of 
the race. If the floor was ‘wood the proverb- 
ial pin drop could be heard. 

‘* Mistake; only a breakaway,’’ shouts the 
operator. 

Heavy breathing becomes audible. The 
next instant thecry, “ They're off!’ is again 
heard. Portentous silence again reigns. 
The operator calls the race by quarters. A 
long shot whom practically nobody played is 
hanging on to the favorites dangerously. 
They are half lengths apart in the stretch. 
Those who are sitting on the rough benches 
rise and tiptoe to see the operator who is 
calling the race. 

‘‘ Here’s the winner, boys.” 

The stillness becomes oppressive. 

‘‘Ida M. wins, Yours Truly second, Clara 
Bauer third.”’ 

The marke? carefully draws a ring about 
Ida M.’s name. marks a big “2”’ over Yours 
Truly’s, and a plain copybook 3” over 
Clara Bauer’s. 

The race has been run and won. But still 
the crowd does not break. There is no 
stampede for the cashier's desk to cash win- 
ning tickets. This is principally because 
there are few tickets toeash-and again he- 
cause the “ official’’ has not come. The 
‘‘ official ”’ is the @ecision of the judges on the 
race after the jockeys have all qualified by 
weighing out. When theoperator calls ** All 
right: Ida M., Yours Truly, and Clara Bauer 
at Milwaukee,” the ticket-holders seek the 
cashier. * 

Routine of Pool-SeHing. 

Each raee is a repetition of this. In-ali 
five sets of races are received and odds are 
laid on each. It is not much to make a book 
in a pool-room. The roomkeeper does not 
have to worry about odds. They come ready 


made, and only the character of the play in. 


The 
pool-room keeper stands ‘nat ’ on the track 
odds and is usually ‘safe. There is a little 
element of sportsmanship in the making of 
a book at the track, where the bookmaker 
has to keep alert to play the game properly.

The Game at Proviso. 


The pool-room at Proviso differs little 
from that of O'Leary’s. Itis located in what 
was once a restaurant. Two store-rooms 
have been thrown together and on one of the 
walls a long blackboard has been fastened. 
On this the five sets of races are posted. 
There is no attempt at privacy and the pub- 
lic is at liberty to enter and leave Whenever 
desired. There are no guards and even po- 
licemen in full uniform are not regarded 
with suspicion when they pass through. 
The President of the Village Board has de- 
clared the people of the village do not ob- 
ject to the existence of the pool-room, and 


-it will not be shut up. 


It was reported that the managers of the 
pool-room, *‘ Sid’ McHlie and “‘ Barney ”’ 
Zacharias, Were paying to the village $100 
a day for the privilege of operating. 
Mr. Gorke, President of the Village Board, 
denies. He says the only revenue received 
by the viliage from the room is what it col- 
lects in fines. He sald the managers had 
been arrested several times and fined. 
fines amounted to about $150 a week, he 
ciaimed. The Northern Pacitic runs special 
trains to accommodate the patrons of this 
pool-room. 

The room at Le Moyne is situated in an old 
boarding-house and is operated by most of 
the crowd that was to be found at Powers 
& O’Brien’s place. Its characteristics are 
Similar to those at Worth and Proviso, dif- 
fering only in such details as the altered 
conditions require. The Santa Fé road runs 
special trains to Le Moyne. It takes less 
from the city than either of the others. Its 
patrons live near it and are mostly rali- 
road men. Noattempt has been made to in- 
terrupt it, but it is said the venture has not 
so far been a great success. 

Civie Federation Will Act. 

The Civic Federation is alive to the emer- 
gency, and will carry its campaign against 
the pool-room evil into the county. Its most 
serious obstacle is the indifference of pub-

lic officials to their duty under the laws and | 


their oaths of office. Officers at each place 
know of the existence of the places, yet no 
attempt is made to interrupt them. The 
federation is advised that the Sheriff is the 
proper official to act in such emergencies, 
and probably through his office the prose- 
eutions will be made.

their plain-duty. At Morgan Park there is 
talk of prosecuting delinquents for misfeas- 
ance of office.

WAS FAMOUS IN ITS DAY. 


“HARRY HILL’S” IN 
POVERTY. 


OWNER OF 
GOTHAM DIES IN 


Anecdote of a Man Who Was Celebrat- 
ed Among Divekeepers—Descrip- 
tion of His Dance Hall—The Queer 
Title to Which He Aspired—Place 
‘His Resort Occupied in New York 
Life—His Wife—Hill’s Place Had Its 


Redeeming Feature. 


ARRY HILL, the famous sporting 
man and keeper of dance-houses, 
who died in New York on Thursday, 
once entereda public protest against 

“Old John Allen” being given the title of 
‘“ wickedest man in New York.”’ Hill and 
Allen formerly Kept the two most notorious 
resorts on Manhattan Island, but Allen was 
supposed to have been brought under the 
influence of revivalism. “At any rate, he 
turned his dance-house into a prayer-meet- 
ing, after some one put him in a book on 
‘‘ Lights and Shadows of New York” as the 
‘‘ wickedest man in New York.” Hence his 


rival's protest. 

‘“'Ow is it,” said Harry, in the card he 
published in the New York Evening Tele- 
gram at that time, “*’Ow is it, that a man 
who ’as been converted is ‘ the wickedest ’ 
just the same? Seems like his conversion 
did not work if ’e’s so bloomin’ wicked yet.” 

It was not the fame of being so extremely 
wicked that Harry Hill was looking for, but 
he did not like to be discriminated against in 
favor of a man who was presumed to have 
seen and to have turned from the error of his 
ways, while he, Hill, continued to carry on 
business at the old stand in-the same old 
way. 

Description of the Dance Hall. 

Harry Hill’s old place, on the northeast 
corner of Houston and Crosby streets, has 
never had its exact counterpart. Certainly 
its proprietor was a unique character. There 
was an entrance on the corner and another 
on the Houston street side. From the latter 
a small stairway led to the capacious apart- 
ments which were the scene of so many in- 
teresting incidents. The down-stairs bar- 
room, however, was just like a hundred 
other saloons in Gotham. There were pict- 
ures of Heenan, Sayers, and other old-time 
pugilists, an engraving of Rosa Bonheur’s 
** Horse Fair,’’ Joe Patchen driven with run- 
ning mate,«#ith Budd Doble at the end of the 
ribbons, and the usual glitter and glare of 
cut glass and prisms, all over the place. 
Crowds were not allowed to congregate 
down-stairs, however. Jimmy Kelly, “ the 
middieweight favorite,” or some other per- 
suasive personage stood at the foot of the 
stairs and invited visitors aloft. No one 
was refused admission unless too drunk ‘to 
mount the stairs. One of ’Arry’s theories 
was that his place was a rare one for a fel- 
low to sober upin. It was a point of special 
pride with him tnat no one ever was robbed 
in his phace, that the police were never called 
ir to suppress a riot, and that an ambulance 
never stopped at the door butonce. Theone 
occasion When the ambulance came was 
when “ Pigeon-Toed Mike,” a hanger-on at 
Harry’s, was knocked down by the fire 
patrol, but retained just breath enough to 
tell the surgeon to take him to Hill's. He 
declared he’d rather die there than at the 
hospital, but half an hour at the old place 
made him as good as new, and he capably 
assisted = One-Eared *Enery ”’ to close the 
evening’s €ntertainment with a “ gentle- 
manly set-to with the gloves” as usual. 


Hill's Wife as Doorkeeper. 


Just at the top of the stairs in Hill’s old 
“ Palace of Varieties,” inside a little wire 
cage where the money was kept, sat night 
after night for many years a handsome 
woman considerably younger than the pro- 
prietor, dilamond-decked, affable, and kcen- 
eyed. This clever woman was known as 
Mrs. Hill. Harry called her ‘‘ The Missus.”’ 
She acted as cashier of the establishment, 
but she did far more than handle the coin. 
She ‘‘ sized up ”’ every ew arrival and with 
a glance of her eye indicated the corner of 
the hall to which the person should be es- 
corted. If it happened to be a eity of- 
ficial or some visiting politician from a 
neighboring municipality he would be in- 
Vited to a seat at the ‘‘ round table,” where 
Harry presided in person, and where cham- 
pagne was good enough in the line of re- 
freshment. If the newcomer was evidently 
the worse for wear in the way of the refresh- 
ments he had already indulged in he was 
shown to a quiet place under the gallery, 
where he could go to sleep unnoticed, If one 
came in: with some suggestion of hayseed 
in his hair_his place was right up in frent, 
where the short-skirted soubrette could seem 
to be singing for his benefit alone, and 
where a high kicker could lift his hat to the 
ceiling if it became her whim to do so. 

There was never anything disreputable 
about the performance. The stage was a 
smail affair, on which nothing more clabo- 
rate than “song and dance,” *“* The Swert 
Singer from Harlem,” the “ Knockabout 
or the ‘“* Equilibrist Queen” was 
ever attempted. Some of the best vaude- 
ville features ever seén in New York were 
sometimes seen at Hill’s, and some of the 
worst more often. But the line was drawn 
at indecency. ‘* This is a gentlemen's re- 
sort,’’ said the proprietor. ‘‘ Any man could 
just as well bring ‘is daughter ‘ere as not. 
A New Jersey banker did bring ’is ’ole fami- 
ly ’ere one night, and ’e said ’e was glad ’e 
done it.’’

Hill retained his popularity long after his 
prosperity left him. The police let him 
alone for many years, and even encouraged 
his existence.

Men about town used to drop in to 
see the boxing matches. Hill was a great 
patron of the sports. He was a backer of 
Rowell, the English pedestrian, on the occa- 
sion of his first six days’ g0-as-you-please 
victory at Madison Square Garden. He 
backed ‘‘ Old Sport ” Campana and Hughes 
when no one else would’. stand for 
them. Tug Wilson was one of his 
later pugilistic protégés, and Charley 
Mitchell was a hero in his eyes. Sul- 
livan was not a favorite of Hill's, and 
Corbett did not come into the ring until 
Harry Hiil’s place was among the Manhat- 
tan landmarks that had passed awy. 

The real reason of Harry Hill’s downfall 
was the loss of his wife. She had been his 
business partner. When she left him he was 
like a ship at sea without a rudder. People

Advertising Company Disfigured His 
Restaurant with Signs, but He Con- 
verted Disaster Into Roof Garden. 


It is a wise man who knows an opportunity 
when he sees it, and under this definition the 
proprietor of a small building in the heart 
of the down-town district can lay claim to 
wisdom. He has catered to the only popular 
craze which is not likely to run into the 
ground and established a roof garden. As 
a roof garden it is unique, and though the 
roof garden of the Great Northern may be 
said to look down upon it the Great North- 
ern itself is no such monument to the in- 
genuity of man. 7 

The site of the garden has been prepared 
on the installment plan. Originally it was a 
small wooden house, one of those few places 
not yet crowded out by office buildings, and 
it was but one story in height. This was in 
the earlier days, before roof gardens became 
the thing. Then an advertising firm with an 
eye to the main chance saw possibilities in 
it. On the four edges of the flat roof big 
board signs were raised. Here the ingenuity 
of the proprietor began its werk. He puta 
roof over the signs and made his house two 
stories high. The upper half he let to one 
Tomas, a Greek, for a restaurant. 

The advertising firm then made a second 
call and put up signs on the new roof.

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began to rob him right and left. Business 
grew worse and worse.

You Can Now Pay Weekly Dues and 
Insure Yourself a Neat 
Barial, 


“There is nothing new under the sun,” 
says the wisdom of the ancients, but even 
the ancients, if they were now on earth, 
would be obliged to admit that there are 
some things which certainly look new. The 
latest comes in the line of a special! form of 
insurance. 

Do you, it is pointedly asked, wish to be 
neatly buried when you are dead; orare you 
satisfied to take the risk of being left lying 
around? 

To those who select the first of the two 
alternatives the new scheme is held forthas 
a boon and a blessing. Burial is promised 
them, neat and attractive burial, though 
unaccompanied by brass bands. The only 
condition is the requirement of a weekly 
payment of a small sum during such time as 
the future corpse is in the enjoyment of 
good health and the possession of his facul- 
ties. The sum ranges from four to 15 cents 
with the age of the seeker after certainty. 
For this consideration the promoters of the 
enterprise give full and adequate affidavit 
that, in case the death of the insured is such 
as to leave anything for burial, the remains 
shall be suitably interred, with -casket and 
carriages and flowers aggregating a total 
cost of $100. 

The plan is a modification of the old scheme 
for medical attendance, modeled perhaps on 
the Chinese method of paying a physician 
only while one remains well. It originated 
in Chicago, and it combines with the prom- 
ise of burial the offer of medical attendance 
during illness, providing a physician, it is 
facetiously remarkéd, to provide the corpse. 

It is natural, so the circular of the associa- 
tion says, to want to see “‘ our beloved ones 
nicely put away,” but it is a desire gratified 
only at considerable expense. There are 
also doctor bills during sickness which it is 
desirable to eliminate. Both these matters 
the association takes hold of and regulates. 
Any one between the ages of 12 and 
18 can secure the aid of a physician 
in time of need by abstracting from his 
salary and paying over to the association 
cight cents a week during time of health, and 
may make certain of burial without expense 
to his relatives by raising the weekly amount 
to 12 cents. The cos: of medical attendance 
is for all ages the same, but that of burial 
runs up with the increase of years until it 
reaches 15 cents for those between 50 and 55. 

The scheme is designed. for all classes of 
people. ‘‘ Are you,” the circular says, **‘ the 
head of a family? Then you should join and 
not be an cxpense after death. Are you alone 
in the world? Then you should join and 
make sure of being buried. Would it not be 
humiliating—especially in the latter case—to 
have to ask assistance of your friends?” 

It certainly would: and the association ts 
succeeding remarkably well, though at the 
present time there seems to be a feeling 
that it takes all a person’s time and money 
to keep from being buried.

out what are the words printed thereon. If 


they have then great is the number of peo- 
ple who are guilty of “ maliciously dis- 
obeying municipal mandates, as almost any 
book in the Public Library will testify. : 


Interesting Features by Readers. 

To a constant reader of works owned by & 
circulating library the pleasure derived from 
& volume is not always found in the printed 
matter originating in the brain of the author 
alone, but in the interlinings and annota- 
tions jotted down by preceding readers. 

Books of fiction in the Public Library bear 
the most numerous testimonials from dis- 
criminating readers. This can be accounted 
for perhaps by the fact that reference books 
and educational works are generally used 
by students who are! provided with ‘copy 
paper kept for the special purpose of mak- 
ing notes of items of interest, whereas liter- 
ature of a lighter vein is read with amuse- 
ment for the ulterior end_in view. 

If the popularity of an author is to be 
gauged by the number of expressions of sym- 
pathy recorded ir a volume then Dickens 
stands head and shoulders above nis fellow- 
writers. lt is also true that with the excep- 
tion of Miss Alcott’s “‘ Little Women” and 
a few books of adventute for boys there are ~ 
none that have te be sent to the binders 
and mended so often, and that ought to give” 
the denial direct to the supposition that the 
great auchor’s hold upon the hearts of the 
people is growing less strong. “‘ Les Miser- 
ables,”’ perhaps, stands forth next in promi- 
nence as a witness to the awakening of the 
mind: its philosophy has produced, for there 
is hardly a page that does not bear the 
trace of some reader’s serious reflection and 
study. The art of Baizac is but little be- 


‘hind that of his brother artist in setting the 


world to thinking, and George Eliot brings / 
up a close fourth. 

Comment on Hard Luck Passages. 

It is a curious fact that passages referring 
to death and the more sorrowful phases 
of life serve more frequently as targets for 
the pencil fiend than do paragraphs of a 
happier mood, thereby leading one to in- 
fer that the reading public, especially that 
portion of it that turns to the public library 
for solace, is suffering from an aggravated 
case of melancholia. In twenty works re- 
cently examined in which the plot of the 
story hinged on successful or attempted 
suicide those parts of the books relating di- 
rectly to the death or sufferings of the vic- 
tim of misfortune were commented on in 
a view that could leave no doubt that nu- 
merous readers had also at one time n 
— verge of self destruction. 

eople of a sentimental turn of mind have 
a chance to get in some pretty good work, . 
too, and novels of the Mrs. Southworth and 
Mrs. Holmes brand have their just quota 
of marked passages. here, as in produc- 
tions of a higher order, it is the tribulations 
of persecuted heroes and heroines, rather 
than their joys, that call forth expressions 
of sympathy. 

Other folk who are not backward about 
putting thémselves on record when any- 
thing appeals to them with particular force 
are they whose incomes are inadequate 
to their needs. Balzac, in one place, asserts 
that debt is the greatest curse that can befall 
humanity and one up-to-date young man 
has added a foot note of his own to the ef- 
fect that “‘ Right you are—if it is the@ther 
fellow who does the owing.” | 

Works whose prime motive is a denuncia- 
tion of slavery are freely penciled, and none 
more soxthan Whittier’s liberty-breathing 
poems.

X RAYS ARE FLOATING PARTICLES, 


Nikola Tesla Claims He Can Estimate 
Their Velocity and Account for 
Their Mechanical Effect. 


The Roentgen rays are now declared to 
be material particles by Nikola Tesla, says 
a New York dispatch to the Boston Herald. 
Mr. Tesla states that the electrical condi- 
tions within the tube from which the rays 
issue produce absolute particles. He fur- 
ther says he can feel the effects of these par- 
ticles striking against his eye, and has noted 
the sensation produted when they come in 
contact with his brain. He says: 

‘‘ There is little doubt now that a cathodic 
stream within a bulb is composed of small 
particles of matter thrown off at great 
velocity from the electrode. The velocity 
probably obtained can be estimated, and 
fully accounts for the mechanical and heat- 
ing effects produced by the impact against 
the wall or obstacle opposed to the bulb. 
It is furthermore an accepted view that the 
projected lumps of matter act as inelastic 
bodies, like innumerable infinitesintal bul- 
lets. It can be shown that the velocity of 
the stream may be as much as 100 kilo- 
meters a second, or even more. But matter 
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MOST UNIQUE BRIDGE IN CHICAGO. 


Pteser to Structure at Wells Street 
Is a Most Ingenious and Successful 
Contrivance—How It Operates, 


A featherweight among. bridges is the 
little temporary structure which accomo- 
dates the great traffic &@cross the Chicago 
River between Wells street and Fifth ave- 
nue. It possesses the remarkable attributes, 
for a swing bridge, of being extremely 
light in constryction, costing little to build, 
and having been erected in a surprisingly 
short space of time. To the people who make 
the crossing there habitually, itisa constant 


source of delight in the game-bantam man- . 


ner with which it handles the huge crowds 
that are constantly moving to and from tit® 
Northwestern depot. Yet it never delays 
the many. vessels which are constantly 
whistling for -passage. Its only drawback 
fs lack of strength to carry electric cars 
and the heavy teaming‘ of this great city. 

This midget bridge has been in service 
since the first of July and its term of use- 
fulness 18 almost done. Its reason for ex- 
istence—the temporary incapacity of the 
old Wells street structure—is rapidly being 
removed, and a few more weeks at the most 
will see the sudden dismemberment of the 
present crossing. The work of repairing 
and strengthening the old bridge so that 
it will be able to carry the Northwestern 
Elevated trains, in addition to its regular 
burdens, is near completion. 

To successfully accomplish the alterations 
of the old bridge, it was necessary to throw 
it out of use for the time being. It was 
swung to midstream and left in that posi- 
tion, with the draws wide open for the pas- 
sage of boats: Then a substitute crossing 
for foot passengers was hastily knocked 
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moving with such great velocity must surely 
penetrate great thicknesses of the obstruc- 
tion in its path if the laws of mechanical 
impact are at all applicable to a cathodic 
stream. 

‘*T have so much familiarized myself with 
this view that, if I had not experimental evi- 
dence, I would not doubt that some matter is 
projected through the thin wall of a vacuum 
tube. The exit from the latter is, however, 
the more likely to occur, as the lumps of 
matter must be shattered into still. much 
smaller particles frem the impact. From my 
experiments it appears that the lumps or 
molecules are indeed shattered into frag- 
ments or constituents so small as to make 
them lose entirely some physical properties 
possessed before the impact. 

“The matter composing the cathode 
stream is,’’ continues Mr. Tesla in his letter, 
‘‘reduced to matter of some primary form 
heretofore not known, as such velocities 
and such violent impacts have probably 
never been studied or even attained before 
these extraordinary manifestations were ob- 
served. The important fact pointed out 
early by Roentgen and confirmed by subse- 
quent researches—namely, that a body fs the 
more opaque to the rays the denser it is— 
cannot be explained as satisfactorily by any 
other assumption than that of the rays be- 
ing streams of matter, in which case such 
simple relation between opacity and density 
would necessarily exist. 

‘‘This relation is the more important in 
its bearing upon the nature of the rays, asit 
does not at all exist in light-giving vibra- 
tions, and should consequently not be found 
to so marked a degree and under all con- 
ditions with vibrations presumably similar 
to and approximating in frequency the light 
Mecadals pe 9 An almost crucial! test of the ex- 
istencé.of material streams is afforded by 
the formation of shadows in spaee at a dis- 
tance from the bulb. Such shadows could 
not be formed under the conditions described 
except by streams of matter.”

Across the west end of the open bridge, 
and supported on the center abutment, a 
passageway was first built of timbers and 
plank. Then on either shore opposite, 
an approach and foundations for the swing- 
ing parts were improvised of the same 
construction. The two movable draws, 
made of light timber covered with planking, 
were next built and hung from high posts 
by steel cables. They are each-fitted’ with a 
swing joint at one end and have cables at- 
tached at the other to be moved by. These 
cables run into two little temporary power 
houses on the approaches, and are wound on 
the drums of little hdisting engines which 
operate the draws at the will of the e#- 
gineers. 

The quickness and ease with which these 
two little bridges are moved is a revela- 
tion to the spectators. A ring of the big 
bell, a few puffs from the little shore en- 
gine, and a draw is open for the movement 
of boats. Then a reversed lever, a few more 
whiffs of smoke from the exhaust, and the 
passageway is restored for the impatient 
public. A feature of the process is the end 
of the closing swing, when two men catch 
the hurrying little passageway and stop it 
by matin force in mid career, holding it in 
position until it is securely locked. 

To the army of clerks and business-men 
hurrying to and from their werk morning 
and evening, the celerity of this little make- 
shift structure has endeared it greatly. [ts 
now rapidly approaching dissolution will 
be looked upon by them as a distinct per- 
sonal loss, and the rehabilitation of the old, 
substantial, and slow-moving structure wil] 
be felt, when it comes, as one of the cost’ 
of progress.

OUR FIRST STREET CARS. 


CHICAGO'S BEGINNING IN 1853 WAS 
DECIDEDLY UNPRETENTIOUS. 


Common Council Hesitated About Giv- 
ing the Franchise, and Frank Par- 
melee, the Projector, Had to Use 
Heroic Measures—The Line Ran on 
State Street South to Twelfth—An 
Era of Cheap Fares—The Street Car 
Versus the ’Bus. 


Unusually unpretentious were the begin- 
nings of street railroad work in Chicago, 
for not only were the first cars few and 
small and yellow, but when the maiden trip 
was made over the first route, there was not 
even a track laid. It was from the begin- 
ning of a small and ordinary horse car pulled 
over a plank road the present wonderful 
transportation system of Chicago has grown. 

It was way back before the war when the 
first street railroad franchise was asked of 
the Common Council. There was not much 
of a Council in existence at that time, but 
what there was showed itself more careful 
of the city’s franchises than is the habit 
nowadays. Or perhaps the need for a street 
railroad was not greatly in evidence at that 
time. At any rate, it was the caution and 
conservatism of the Council which caused 
the remarkable trip of four street cars over 
a plank road. It happeréd in this way: 

May 9, 1853, Frank Parmelee, the pioneer 
omnibus and street car man of Chicago, 
Started his first ‘bus line. He bought the 
five or six old yellow ’buses belonging to 
the various hotels, and started a transfer 
System, which is running today, offering a 
considerable contrast by its seventy coaches, 
250 horses, and 200 men to the original 
equipment of forty-three years ago. In the 
course of the next few years a passenger 
*bus line was begun between Randolph street 
and Twelfth, on State street. Twelfth street 
was the end of civilization in those days, 
the unbroken prairie stretching from it 
southward. 

State street, if the old citizens may be be- 
lieved, was rather muddy in the early his- 
tory of Chicago. Laid along its center was 
a rough corduroy road madé of loose planks, 
and on either side of the planks was bottom- 
less black mud. Dida coach chance to run 


off the planking, it took two days with ropes, 
.men, and teams galore to haul it out again. 


And even on the planking matters wére 
none too favorable. J. F. Johnson of the 
Chicago City railway company~says he re- 
members well the squirts and streams of 
black mud that shot up between the boards 
as the ’buses went rattling over them, the 
oozy fountains often playing many feet high- 
er than the tops of the devoted coaches, com- 
pletely covering them with liquid blackness. 
How He Got a Franchise. 

Knowing a street car line down State 
street would be a.vast improvement over the 
‘bus system, Mr. Parmelee applied to the 
City Council for a franchise on that road- 
way. But the City Fathers were cautious. 
They believed Mr. Parmelee did not intend to 
operate a street car line at all, but merelv 
wanted to secure the franchise to block pos- 
sible competitors. Sothe Council, witha re- 
luctance to grant franchises which is not at 
all characteristic of Chicaga Aldermen now- 
adays, determined to wait until satistied of 
Mr. Parmelee’s intentions. 

This "was Mr. Parmelee’s opportunity, and 
he improved it. He sent to Heaton, Gilbert 
& Co. of Troy, N. Y., and ordered four horse 
cars at once. They were made ready ina 
hurry and shipped by the Lake Shore and 
Michigan Southern railway to Chicago, be- 
ing delivered at Twelfth street. Then the 
famous first trip of a street car was made 
in Chicago. The four cars were unloaded 
one by one at Twelfth street and hauled by 
teams over the plank road in State street to 
Randolph street, where they were at length 
bunched in an imposing array, which con- 
vinced the Council in’ short order of Mr. 
Pasgmelee’s good faith. That settled the 
matter. The Aldermen, with more than 
aldermanic intelligence, reasoned that if Mr. 
Parmelee could run a street car line without 
a track and without a franchise. they might 
just as well give him the latter, any way. 
And they did. This was the beginning of 
Street railroading in Chicago. 

This first street railroad in Chicago was 
constructed in 18590. It ran in State street 
from Randolph street south to the Southern 
Hotel, at Twelfth street, being afterward 
extended southward as the limits of the city 
moved. Four small, yellow cars were the 
original rolling stock, but this aumber was 
increased as the road gradually moved 
southward. Compared with the 1,785 cars 
at present in service on the South Side lines 
a faint idea of the growth of Chicago may be 
gathered. 

Era of Cheap Fares. 


When the horse cars first began running on 
State street the bus line stopped. But it 
was not long before a rival line of busses was 
run in opposition down Wabash avenue. 
Bill Young and Z. I. Pratt started the “ Zip 
Line " with the avowed purpose of getting 
the greater part of the traffic. -In the con- 
test between bus and horse car which fol- 
lowed the public got its money’s worth. It 
was then the state of affairs existed to which
